Week'longTeacher Institute trains 
them for Va, Beacti classrooms

Randy Bullard isn't nervous abofit his 
first day as a full-time physical 
education teacher at Independence 
Middle School. 

But teaching sex education later in 
the year? That's another story. 

Bullard, who has worked as a 
substitute, feels he's ready for his first 
day as a Beach educator because of a 
spcQial opportunity he and 1,000 other 
educators got last week. 

The city's public school system held 
its second annual New Teacher 
Institute last Monday through Friday at 
Corporate Landing Middle School. 

With just days to go before school 
bells ring again, it was timely training 
for the newly-hired, second-year 
teachers and veteran teachers 



transferring from other states. 

The goal is to make the transition for 
teachers easier during the critical 
"sink-or-swim" period, said Dianne 
Kinnison, who coordinated the 
institute. 

"Historically, new teachers have 
been largely left to sink or swim, 
which is whyi nationwide, 33 percent 
leave the professional within the first 
three years. 

"This loss of talent hurts the school 
division, it hurts the taxpayers who 
must bear the cost of continual 
retraining and, most of all, it hurts the 
students, whose learning is affected by 
high teacher turnover and the unstable 
educational programs that may result," 
she explained.

Duty and honor have no "Dubya"

It's high time the American people 
were leveled with regarding George 
W. Bush's service as an Air National 
Guard pilot 
during the 
height of the 
Vietnam 
War. 

As the 
former wife 
of a Marine 
F4 pilot who 
flew in the 
thick of that 
war, I know 
first-hand 
that George 
W. Bush and 
his superiors 
at the Texas 
Air National 
Guard have 
much to answer for. 

More than 60 percent of the flight 
crews in my husband's squadron did 
not return from Vietnam in the 13- 
month lour he served there in 1968- 
69. The danger each pilot faced was 
greatly aggravated by the shwtage of 
pilots available to carry out the in- 
credible number of missions flown 
by Navy, Maine and Air Force pilots 
operating under the USAFcommand. 
Meanwhile, trained fighter pilot 
Bush, with the blessings of his supe- 
riors of the Texas Air National Guard, 
was loUy-pgging around the U.S. 
running political campaigns. 

Beginning in 1968, and through- 
out the duration of the war, the M%. 
rine Corps was forced to send its F-4 
pilots to Vietnam with only 100 hours 
in the airplane because the shortage 
of pil(Ms tt) fly the missions was so 
severe. 

This was the same time frame in 
which the Texas Air National Guard 
amazingly refu^ to %nd Ge(Kge 
W. Bu^ to Vietnam because he only 
hal 300 hours in a much less com- 
plex plane than the F-4. 
Funny, the Air National Guard 



managed to send all the other Guards- 
men pilots who graduated from flight 
school with Bush and volunteered for 
duty in Vietnam. 

Bush alone was not sent, suppos- 
edly because he only had 300 hours, 
unlike the others who all had over 
500. 

Bush's commanding officer was 
quoted as saying that Bush hardly 
knew where to park his plane with 
only 300 hours under his belt. 

Really? Marine aviators can profi- 
ciently fiy, not just park, their planes 
with one-third that time in the air. 

And, besides, why was Bush an 
amazing 2(X) hours short in flight 
time compared to the other pilots 
from his class in the first place? 

But, that is not the worst of it. 

In April of 1 972, Bush just slopped 
flying altogether, even in the safe 
skies of the United States. Actually, 
he didn't bother to fulfill any of his 
Guardsmen duties for nearly a year. 

After the enormous amount of tax 
dollars invested to train him as a 
fighter pilot (and after his father's 
privileged status had allowed him to 
Icapover 144 candidaieson the wait- 
ing list for that prized flight billet in 
the Guard), te had the nerve lo just 
stop flying full two years short of 
completing his six-year obligation. 

Why? Well, isn't that the question 
of the hour. Believe it or nm the Air 
National Guard has no records to 
explain why Bush was suddenly 
changed from flight to non-flighi sta- 
tus in 1972. 

The only record that sheds any 
light whatsoever is a single order 
from ANG Headquarters suiting that 
Bush was suspended from flight sta- 
tus in August of 1 972 because he had 
failed tocomply with ANG 's require- 
ment for annual flight physicals for 
all pilots. 

Bush does indeed have much to 
answer for — not only to the taxpay- 



ers but to all the honorable men and 
women of the U.S. military, espe- 
cially to the brave pilots who did not 
shirk their duly to our nation during 
its hour of crisis. 

Tho.sc pilots did not look to their 
fathers to pull strings on their behalf, 
nor to iheir commanders lor special 
privileges so that ihcy could be re- 
lieved of the duties required of them, 
whatever service's uniform they 
wore. 

Unlike Bush, they .served accord- 
ing to ihe rules whether al home or 
overseas. And, none of their records 
will show large gaps of lime when 
they can not be found. Not that estab- 
lishing a fighicr pilot's whereabouts 
ought to be difficult — he should 
obviously be logged inlo the skies 
doing what our military had trained 
him to do. 

Baby boomers deeply honor all 
those who served in Vietnam in any 
way, shape or form; and they also 
respect those who dared to speak out 
against thatunjustwar.many of whom 
risked imprisonment and even death. 

But they have nothing but con- 
tempt for what they dubbed "chicken 
hawks." That is the name given lo the 
sons of the privileged who vehe- 
mently supported the war for others 
to fight, but who were unwilling to 
put their own lives or those of their 
family members at risk. 

And this man wants the military's 
vote to make him the president of the 
United States!

It's always made good 
sense to invest in libraries as a shared 
community resource for books.and it 
makes even more sense today to sup- 
port libraries in acquiring the latest 
information technology, and in nar- 
rowing the Digital Divide. 

Research conducted by the Gales 
Foundation reveals disparities incom- 
puter ownership and online access 
based on income level, race, level of 
education and age. And through their 
foundation, Bill and Mclinda Gates 
have launched an ambitious and gen- 
erous effort to clo.sc this troubling 
gap known as the Digital Divide... And 
they recognize that public libraries 
play a key role in getting the job 
done. 

We deeply appreciate the S46,(XX) 
Gates Foundation grant that wc used 
to develop a teaching lab at the Cen- 
tral Library for staff and library cus- 
tomers and to create an Electfonic 
Learning Center at the Occanfront 
Area Library. We're narrowing the 
digital divide here in Virginia Beach 
and, we're gaining momentum as we 
head down the Information Super- 
highway.

sponsivc to its citizens and encour- 
ages citizen participation. Simply put, 
it's about better, faster, easier and 
more satisfying communications. 

Allowing citizens and businesses 
to interact with their government 
online means people spend less time 
in line. It means you can take care of 
your business with the city 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. It means 
easier access to information about 
city issues and initiatives, and a bet- 
ter way for your voice to be heard. 

In the past, information technol- 
ogy was relegated to the back rooms 
and basements of govcmments and 
companies. Government leaders and 
corporate CEO's alike often had little 
knowledge or understanding of what 
happened in the dark comers of tech- 
nology within their own organiza- 
tions. Today's reality is very differ- 
ent. CEO's and the private sector 
have embraced information technol- 
ogy and know view it as a critical part 
of doing business. In fact, investment 
in information technology by U.S. 
business today represents more than 
50 percent of all business capital in- 
vestment. And this investment has 
paid off with record increases in pro- 
ductivity. 

As I become more and more in- 
volved with technology, I learned 
some important things that help me 
manage the technology challenge, and 
I'm going to share three of Uiem with 
you tiaday.

In Virginia Beach, we've 
formed a Mayor's Special Commis- 
sion on Electronic Government com- 
posed of citizens from every walk of 
life. This group has been charged 
with the task of recommending ser- 
vices and priorities as wc move, to 
enhance and enrich our e-govem- 
ment offerings.

Ed Joyner is a man of many endeavors 
who's just as comfortable with the rap scene 
as he is the arts scene. 

A Portsmouth native, the talent agent 
spends his time not just finding the newest 
singing sensations, but helping other young 
people get their futures on track. Joyner is 
out-of-state volunteer coordinator for his 
alma mater, Morgan State University in 
Baltimore, among other activities. 

"Recruitment from here had fallen," he 
explained. "We wondered what would be 
required to get it going."

EEE confirmed in Virginia Beach 

Chicken tests 



positive for 
deadly disease 

The Virginia Beach Department 
of Public Health reports that the 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
virus has been conftrmed in a sen- 
tinel chicken in Virginia Beach. 

The blood sample, collected on 
Aug. 15 was confirmed positive on 
Thursday, Aug. 24. The chicken 
was from a flock of sentinel chidc- 
ens in the Pungo-Bl^kwater (Back 
Bay) s^tion of the city. There are 
four sentinel flocks k)caied 
throughout Virginia Beach. 

According to Dr. Veniia Newby- 
Owens, the city's health director, 
"This positive blood sample serves 
as a waning sign that the virus is 
present in the area of the sentinel 
flock. This early warning allows 
residents and city officials to t^e 



appropriate steps to reduce the 
threat" 

Dreda McCreary, a mosquito con- 
trol biologist with the Department 
of Public Works, has documented a 
decrease in the number of tr^^ped 
mosquitoes capableof transmitting 
the virus to humans, therefore low- 
ering the risk of the disease being 
transmitted to humans and animals. 

The city's Mosquito ConU-ol Bu- 
reau will step up u-eatment applica- 
tions for both adult and larval 
mosquitoes in the Back Bay area. 
They will also continue to monitor 
the ^ntinel flocks of chickeas and 
collect pools of trapped mosquitoes 
throughout the city for laboratory 
testing. Because this has been a 
very wet season, the city is now 
applying treatments during tl^ 
w^OTds.

6611. 



EEE is responsible for the recent 
deaths of at least five horses in Vir- 
ginia including Suffolk and Chesa- 
peake. It has also been confirmed 
in sentinel chickens and in pools of 
trapped mosquitoes in Chesapeake 
and Norfolk. No human cases of 
EEE have been repOTtal in Virginia 
this year. The last case was in a 
Portsmouth man who died in 1998. 

Mosquitoes become infected after 
biting infected birds and then spread 
viruses to humans, animals dPd 
other birds by their biles. Symp- 
toms in humans usually appcarbc- 
twecn five to 15 days after expo- 
sure to an infected mosquito md 
may include headache, moderate to 
high fever, stiff neck and confu- 
sion. Illness may be mild or seri- 
ous and Icadto death. If you haw 
these symptoms, contact your pri- 
vate physician. 

The Virginia Beach Department 
of Public Health advises residents 
and visitors to lake necessary pre- 



cautions to reduce your risk of EEE 
and other mosquito-borne diseases: 

■ Wear clothes that arc long, 
loose and light in color. 

■ Stay indoors at dawn ami dusk 
through cariy evening. 

■ Use linc-mesh screens on win- 
dows and doors. 

■ Use insect repellents s;ilcly 
(20 to 30 percent DEET for adults, 
10 pcitcni DEET for children. Fol- 
low label instructions and do not 
use DEET on infants or if you :m: 
pregnant). 

■ Eliminate all standmg water 
where mosquitoes can breed by 
turning over containers in your 
yard where rainwater collects, such 
as wading pools, old tires, poucd 
plant trays, birdbaths, buckets mi 
clogged gutters.

Editor's note: Our intrepid corre- 
spondent Bob Ruegsegger is enjoy- 
ing a vacation in Hawaii and sharing 
his insights

As far as 
I know 
Kapolei is 
nowhere 
near

speaking, 
Kapolei is 
on the is- 
land of 
Oahu about 
20 miles 
west of Ho- 
nolulu. But 
the ambi- 
ance is the 
same. Tropical. Delightful. Easy. 

I understand how Jimmy Buffeu 
felt when he wrote the lyrics to his 
blockbuster hit song, Margaritaville. 
Life in tropical Kapolei is far to^ 
easy — too laid back. My mind ana 
body adjusted to "island time" in 
about a week. 

During that first week, I tried dili- 
gently to visit a few local sites and to 
write a few columns just to keep from 
getting rusty. I officially paid my 
respects at the Arizona Memorial at 
Pearl Harbor and the National Me- 
morial Cemetery of the Pacific at 
Punchbowl Crater in Honolulu. 

Dutifully, I also stopped by Hickam 
Field and drove out to Ford Island. In 
addition, I visited the Dole Pineapple 
Plantation near Wahiawa that begin- 
ning week. I was quite industrious — 
even by mainland standards.

During my 
first week on the island, Sunset, 
Waimsa and Haweiwa were like 
ponds — not a wave in sight. The 
North Shore was more of a snorkelcr' s 
than surfcr'sparadise. When the tropi-

another and I stayed up laicr than I 
had aniicipaicd. My hosts sccnicd to 
be having such a great lime, I coukin ' l 
bear to deprive ihcm of my company 
by leaving early. That's ju.si the kind 
ofguylam. 

Somehow, I generated enough 
ambition one morning lo climb 560 
feet from the crater uailhcad lo the 
summit of Diamond Head— the most 
famous of Hawaiian landmiu-ks. 

Unfortunately bursts of energy of 
that son had become uncharacicris- 
%c of me. The experience, in lliis 
case, was worth the effort. The din 
and rock trail consisted of a scries of 
switchbacks which led up the sleep 
interior slope of the long-dormant 
crater. A concrete staircase (74 steps) 
led 10 the first tunnel, a dark 22.5 r(X)t 
long passage, and another .sleep suiir- 
way (99 steps) that led to another 
mysterious tunnel which scrval as a 
passageway to an iron spiral siair- 
case. Ai the top of the spiral si^iircase 
(54 steps) a complex of concrete bun- 
kers led to the summit of Diamond 
Head. The view from the peak was 
spectacular. 

Had I known how much energy 1 
would have expended in climbing to 
the lop, I mighi have postponed the 
hike. That's the kind of guy I have

It seems virtually impos- 
sible. I've experienced some of the 
same distractions that I imagine 
Stevenson had to contend with, and I 
have a grcaier appreciation for his 
literary efforts under such trying cir- 
cumstances. 

By comparison, my attempts at 
writing are unintelligible scribbling 
So much lime, and so little to do. 

Although I haven't been totally 
idle since my initial week on Oahu, I 
must admit that I've allowed far too 
much lime slip through my fingers- 
waiting for tomorrow. 

1 spent several productiveday s lour- 
ing a reconstructed plantation village 
in Waipahu and exploring the ves- 
tiges of the real thing in the historic 
town of Eva, but I have neglected 
some of the island's prime sites, 
among them Hanauma Bay and Sa- 
cred Falls ^tate parks. I'm afraid that 
visits to these natural attractions will 
have to wait until next week. Some- 
thing more essential has taken prior- 
ity. 

This week a lady friend has asked 
me to fly with her to the island of 
Maui to spend a few days relaxing. 
I'm very good al relaxing. Frankly, 
I'm delighted that she has requested 
the pleasure of my company. Noth- 
ing could be more flattering. It's vir- 
tually impossible for me to decline 
such an invitation; she made me an 
offer that I couldn't refuse. 

I plan to devote my attention com- 
pletely to her during our slay — no 
surfing, no diving, and no writing. 
This lady is my best friend — as well 
as my wife. Without her, any of the

"I've been doing the pro circuit 
for about three years," said Asher 
Nolan of Jacksonville Beath, Fhi.

The day after Labor Day is perhaps 
one of the saddest in the life of a 
young child. 

After a summer of sleeping in, play- 
ing outdoors and few responsibilities, 
school begins once again.

America's devaluation of its middle class 
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Perspectives

The economic status of average 
middle-class families in America is 
not good. While it's true that the past 
decade has 
seen an in- 
credible 9.2 
percent in- 
crease in av- 
erage family 
income, the 
story behind 
that increase 
is not the 
good news it 
appears to be 
on the sur- 
face. 

Firstofall, 
middle class 
families had 

to work 6.8 

percent more 
lime to raise their household income 
by that amount. So obviously the 
biggest factor is not rising wages but 
the number of hours worked. Plus, 
the giant leap is almost totally depen- 
dent upon both parents working. If 
wc subtract out the mother's income 
in the average four-person middle- 
class family, their household income 
only rose 3.6 percent. 

No matter how you look at it, 
America's middle class families are 
faced with a Hobson's choice. They 
can either establish financial security 
for their family by having no time to 
be parents on the one hand, or live at 
a low-middle income level with little 
chance to own their own home, save 
for the inevitable family crisis or edu- 
cate their children on the other. Not a 
prclly choice, you must admit. 

Proof of the marginal statusof most 
middle class families can also be 
gleaned from the fact that they hold 
only 2.8 percent of the growth in the 
Slock market while they account for 
38.8 percent of the rise in household 
debt. 

That means that America's aver- 
age families enter the 21st century 
with financial debits that are 16 times 
h igher than their assets. This is all the 
more astonishing since the 1990s are 
the most prosperous decade in 
America's history. 

Just as tellingis the failure of middle 
class wages to rise in any significant 
measure for most of the past two 
decades. From 1979 to 1995, middle 
class wages were > 's.sentially frozen 
at ihc 1979 level. The siluiilion was

even worse for the iow-middic earn- 
ers who.se wages avlually declined. 
And, even when mi Idle class wages 
finally began to ri.sc, ihal increase 
was paltry. 

Average hourly wages lor middle 
income earners rose a mere 2.6 per- 
cent from 1995 to 1999. Compare 
that to the 9.3 percent rise in wages 
for the lowest ten percent of workers 
knd the 8.5 percent increase rcali/cd 
by the wealthiest five percent for the 
same period. 

You don't have to be a Harvard 
economist to know that our modern 
American economy has it almost 
backwards. The first group whose 
wage perccniiige should rise in a 
healthy free markcl sysicm is the 
group that is the most product ivc, 
which is without iiucsiion those who 
make up our vast middle ;iiul work- 
ing classes. 

For lho.se who claim thai iho only 
reason middleclass families arc strug- 
gling .so much harder today is he- 
cause of taxes, I would remind ihcm 
it is the stagnant and lacklusicrrisc in 
their income before la.xcs we arc dis- 
cussing here. However, ii is iruc iliat 
Reagan'sacross-ihc-boardia,xciiiand 
the Moynihan-Dole payroll la.x hike 
in 1983 seriously shiliod the ui.x bur- 
den from the well to do to ihc slioid- 
ders of the low-midillo and middle- 
class taxpayer. 



The Clinton lax hike of 1 993 trans- 
ferred some of thai burden back lo ihc 
upper class, but ihc many miiidlo- 
ciass tax deductions lost in 1983 have 
not yet been fully rociilied. Until 
average income families can dcdiici 
college tuition and long term elderly 
and child care, we will noi achieve 
tax equity. 

And who deserves iluii lax hivak 
more — after all, ii is America's 
middle and working classes who pro- 
duce the wealth the upper class is so 
glad to have and the resources for the 
safety net ihal sustains our mosi im- 
poverished cili/ens. 

Considering that health caic and 
pension benefits have also disap- 
peared for nearly iwo-lhirds of 
America's average families since 
1979, there is no ipicsiion thai being 
middlc-cla.s»i in America uxlay is more 
of a marginal existence than .was the 
case for most working class families 
in the niid-2()lh ceniiiry. 

Unlike the healthy "rising tide that 
lifts all boats" economy of the 
Kennedy era, America's current 
cconoiTiy can only be described as a 
tidal wave that lifts the few to spec- 
tacular heights at the expense of the 
inany. 

Middle class Americans need to 
wake up before it's too late. The 
reasonable work hours, fair wages 
and life-giving benefits that built 
America's prosperous middle class 
and stable families in the late 1950s 
would not have happened if it had not 
been for a strong labor movement. 

Only organized labor has the clout 
to insure that those who produce the 
gocxls and services are not exploited 
by employers or government policy 
makers ai corporate America's be- 
hest. 

Middle class citizens might not 
have the money to buy off politi- 
cians, but they have something far 
more powerful — the vote. No other 
sector of American society can pro- 
duceamajoritylikeAmerica'smiddle 
class bccau.se it alone has the num- 
bers. 

But, until the middle class recog- 
nizes the need to restore ius full sup- 
port to the labor movement (espe- 
cially the rightof workers to organize 
and the need for fair uade), its slide to 
the bottom will only continue. Let's 
face it, there will always be a middle 
class — the question is whether or 
not it will be a prosperous one!

Right about now school kids are on 
their fourth day of opening up brown 
bags, peeking inside hesitantly and 
wondering, "What's for lunch?" 
Ah, the adventure of those myste- 
rious mar- 
vels packed 
by well- 
intentioned 
moms and 
sometimes 
dads. 

Seeing the 
big, yellow 
school buses 
rumbling 
down city 
streets al- 
ways evokes 
childhood 
memories. 
Of course, 
lunch is one

today, but it was always one of the 
most anticipated moments of the 
school day when I was growing up. 
For starters, I didn't"brown bag it" 
until I wasolder.probably aboutsixth 
grade. Until then, picking out a new 
lunchbox was the highlight of back- 
lo-school shopping. I had several over 
the years, and I wish I still had them 
because they'd probably be worth a 
mint. 

A couple stand out; the Junior Miss 
lunchbox with beautiful, blonde teen- 
aged girls adorning the sides, and a 
simple red plaid model that I've seen 
in several antique stores sporting a 
S30 price lag. I think 1 may have had 
a "Dukes of Hazard" lunchbox, too, 
if memory serves me correctly. 

Inside the tin creations there was 
only so much room. A thermos took 
up half the space, leaving the rest for 
the fcxxl. When I got older and began 
brown bagging it. Mom began pack- 
ing bigger lunches. I distinctly re- 
member that. 

When the bell rang for lunch at my 
elementary school, The Williams 
School in Norfolk (back then it was 
still Garrison- Williams), we'd all rush 
down the narrow steps to the base- 
ment, which served as our makeshift 
cafeteria/music room/multi-purpose 
room. 

Mrs. Haskettreignedsupremeover 
the the lunchroom madness. .Shedoled 
out the beloved Stewart sandwiches 
(made by a company that no longer 
exists) to the children who didn't 
bring lunch, while the rest of us en- 
vied their good fortune. 

A Stewart grilled cheese sandwich 
was an awesome creation of Ameri- 



can cheese, white bread and butler. 
The cheeseburgers and hot dogs were 
also yummy, and I can't recall any of 
these selling for more than a quarter. 
This was the 1970s, mind you, and 
we'll never see those prices again. 

Mrs. Haskell also had control of 
the milk refrigerator — I think regu- 
lar was 10 cents, chocolate 15 cents 
for one of those little canons. And 
she also sold Pel ice cream treats for 
dessert. 

Occasionally , if Mom was loo busy 
to make lunch in the morning, she'd 
slip ine money for a sandwich, milk 
and ice cream. That was heaven. We'd 
order our meals in the morning, and 
at lunch Mrs. Haskell would have 
them all ready and waiting for us. 

Back to the lunchroom. For those 
of us who weren't lucky enough to 
get Stewart sandwiches, we'd peek 
into our lunchboxes or bags after 
sitting at long tables divided by 
classes. Decorations in the lunch- 
room were sparse — maybe a few 
pictures we kids had painted, plus 
big, gray, plastic trash cans. 

I satacross from Kathryn Lawrence 
a lot, and her mother, being an Exten- 
sion agent who taught homemaking 
and cooking, always had interesting 
lunches. And they weren't packed in 
a metal lunchbox or brown bag, but a 
red Tupperware box with handles. 
She'd bring gourmet creations and 
even exotic fruit like pomegranates 
with their bright red seeds. 

My mother made good, hearty 
lunches. 

There'd be the expected thermos 
of milk, occasionally chocolate if I 
had been good, or if she'dpacked me 
soup or Spageitios in my thermos 
that day I'd get to buy a canon of 
milk. 

Next came ihe sandwich, almost 
always on while bread with the crusts 



on. Mom didn'tbelicve in culling off 
the crusts like lots of mothers did. I 
never understood what kids had 
against the crust anyway. 

My mom never packed peanut but- 
ter and jelly sandwiches. That was a 
big no-no. She believed a growing 
child needed a meat sandwich — 
something with lots of protein — so 
I always had cold cuts or tuna. Or else 
she'd forgo the sandwich and give 
me a can of Vienna sausages or pot- 
ted meat and crackers. 

I grew tired of the Vienna sausages 
after a while and would trade them 
with a little boy named Jim Bugg, 
probably for a peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich. 

After the sandwich , there were usu- 
ally potato chips or perhaps Nabs 
crackers for something crunchy, then 
a healthy apple, pear or orange, maybe 
even some celery, carrot sticks or 
pickles. 

Dessert was always the most an- 
ticipated, and it was either cookies or 
a Hostess cupcake, Twinkle, Suzy Q 
or fruit pie. 

I still savor Suzy Q's. 

These days, of course. Mom doesn't 
pack my lunch anymore, though I 
wish she did. Usually lunch is some 
quick fast food grabbed and gobbled, 
or a hastily packed sandwich, chips 
and fruit. 

But they don't taste quite the same. 
They weren ' t made by Mom ' s loving 
and capable hands. ■*■ 

In aboulthree years, when Mitchell 
turns 5 and heads off to kindergarten, 
it will be my turn to fix lunches. I 
hope I can live up to my mother's 
good example. 

And I pray Mitchell doesn't peek 
into his lunchbox and think, "Yuck, 
what was Mommy thinking? Who 
will trade me for these Vienna sau- 
sages?"

Up close and personal 
(Dr, Med Hipmero: (Busy fiands, big heart

"Ask a busy person to get someUiing done 
and it will get done." That could well be Dr. 
Aleli Romero's motto. 

The good doctor not only has lime for the 
medical practice she shares with daughter 
Cynthia, but also family and a myriad of or- 
ganizations, including the Girl Scouts, 
Council of Filipino-Americans of Tidewater, 
St. Matthew's Free Clinic, Knights of 
Columbus Ladies Auxiliary and Philippine 
Medical Association. 

Romero is a natural-born leader — as il- 
lustrated by her current or past presidencies 
of several of these groups — and gives gen- 
erously of herself to each. 

"I have been very blessed," said Romero, 
who operates a family practice on Provi- 
dence Road near the Virginia 
Beach/Chesapeake line. 

What drives her is a desire lo give back to 
others because of the good fortune she has 
experienced in life. 

"They say to use your talents when you 
can — I believe that," said the mother of 
three who grew up in Manila, Philippines. In 
the late 1960s, she came to Hampton Roads 
with her husband, Cris, who was stationed 
here, and has called it home ever since. 

A survivor who beat breast cancer in 1977 
— back when a woman's only choice was 
mastectomy — Romero today is a crusader 
for cancer-related causes. She has walked in 
the Relay for Life on several occasions, but 
she'd most proud of founding Dance for 
Cancer. The annual fete benefits Lee's 
Friends and the Sidney M. Oman Cancer 
Treatment Center at Chesapeake General 
Hospital. The event is planned for March. 

Romero is also preparing for her next trip 
home lo the Philippines, which she will 
visit with the Philippine Medical Associa- 
tion to offer mission relief. She has traveled 
with Physicians for Peace in the past. 
Romero is past president (1994) of the Fil- 
ipino organization, and this year her daugh- 
ter leads the group. 

Being a physician is just one more way 
Romero can help others. It has been her 
calling for as long as she can remember. 

"I was about 8 years old and in the third 
grade when my uncle, a priest, told me I 
would become a doctor," she remembered, 
"and study in Manila." 

Being an obedient youngster, she listened 
to her uncle. 

"In the Philippines, your elders generally 
decide what you're going to do," she. noted. 
As Romero was nearing high school grad- 
uation, however, friends asked her what she 
wanted to be do as an adult. She thought 
briefly, noting that her mother ran a fashion 
school, and announced she wanted to be a 
dressmaker. 

When word got lo her uncle, he quickly 
set her su-aight. 
"From then on it was doctor," she smiled. 
Romero is happy in the choice she made. 
It allows her to do what she loves — help 
people — plus she works right alongside her 
daughter. The two have achieved some no- 
toriety for the practice, having been publi- 
cized a few limes because mother/daughter 
medical teams are rare compared to 
father/son partnerships. 

Much of Romero's time is spent as board 
president of the Colonial Coast Council of 
the Girl Scouts. She has just returned from a 
presidenl-in-lraining conference and is eager 
lo do all she can for die organization. 

"We have a wonderful executive director, 
Nellie Hayse, and you'll never find a better 
one. We also have a wonderful, diverse 
board of directors." 

She's currenUy preparing for dedication of 
the Scouts' new "Outback," opening~Sepi. 
24 at A Place For Girls on Cedar Road in 
Chesapeake. The new environmental 
demonstration area is the latest addition to 
the area headquarters for the Giri Scouts. 
There they can do everything from simply 
explore the great outdoors to kayak and 
canoe. 

Romero's own daughters weren't in the or- 
ganization growing up. 

"So what 1 missed then I would like lo 
share with the young girls of the Filipino- 
American community," she explained. 
"Being in the Girl Scouts has many bene- 
fits." 

Presidency of the Girl Scouts isn't the 
only accomplishment under Romero's belt. 
She was the first president of the area's 
Council of Filipino-Americans and founded 
the Little Miss Philippines Pageant. She is 
past president of the Ladies Auxiliary of the 
Knights of Columbus Council 10601 and 
founded St. Matthew's Free Clinic in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

She still volunteers diere on the first Sat- 
urday of every month. 

In 1997, Romero received die Resident's 
Service Award from President Bill Clinton. 
She is also the recipient of the 1999 Out- 
standing Professional Woman of Hampton 
Roads honor and was nominated for the 
1996 Jefferson Award. The Masons honored 
Romero with the Community Builder Awaitl 
in 1996. 

Not one to rest on her laurels, Romero is 
still searching for ways to help odiers. Her 
latest idea involves reaching out to the

Fuego," as Orella calls his aci, 
includes Orella, his wile Ruby, 
son Rafael and daughter Olivia. 
The family perform a "fast paced, 
energetic act" ihal includes 
flamboyant costumes, drums and 
native American dances.

He was the senior enlistment ad- 
visor for the SEALS on the East 
Coast for over a quarter of a centu- 
ry- 
After leaving the SEALS, he be- 
came the senior enlistment advisor 
to all the army special forces, navy 
SEALS, and air force special opera- 
tions personnel in the whole U.S. 
military. 

"He was a celebrity of us long 
before 'Survivor.' But unlike most 
celebrities today, Rudy is admired 
and famous for representing tradi- 
tional American values, values that 
have made his the greatest genera- 
tion.

Threshold' at CAC 
evokes home spirit 



"Threshold: Invoking the Domes- 
tic in Contemporary Art" will be 
on view Sept. 29-Nov. 26 at the 
Contemporary Art Center of Vir- 
ginia. Through sculpture, photog- 
raphy, video, painting and drawing, 
22 artists illustrate elements of 
home and shelter. 

The works included in "Thre.sh- 
old" present contradictions similar 
to those of domesticity itself at the 
end of the millennium.

The currently adopted 1997 
comprehensive plan recognizes the im- 
portance of AICUZ policies and sup- 
ports policy implementation tools, such 
as the city's Airport Noise Attenuation 
and Safety Ordinance. »

Beach woman's 
autobiography 
new inspiration

Billie Hughes Locke knows a thing 
or two about hard times. 

And she can appjreciale where they 
have brought her today: a beautiful 
home overlooking the Lynnhaven, a 
good husband, loving children and a 
small flock of grandchildren. 

Life is pleasant now, though it 
wasn't always so. Locke reminds her- 
self of that and appreciates her current 
situation all the more for it. 

Now, the 58-year-old Hampton 
Roads native has put her life on paper 
— and into print — as the author of 
"More Than One Angel, A True 
Story" (Winepress Publishing). 

With an initial run of 10,000 
copies, the inspirational autobiogra- 
phy is selling out quickly. Tennessee 
is an especially hot market 

"I don't know why — guess they 
know about hard times," the author 
said. 

Locke's book carries several mes- 
sages, a main one of which is "Family 
dysfunction is no longer an excuse. 
Persistence prevails." 

Born the middle child of a Norfolk 
family, she rarely saw her mother w 
father, frequently went hungry, and 
suffered neglect from her family and 
abuse from a relative. Her upbringing 
and environment instilled no pr^tical 
methodof distinguishing healthy from 
unhealthy, right from wrong. 

Locke's life spiraledout of control: 
a teen marriage and pregnancy, failed 
marriages, financial distress, and a 
baby boy who died just days after 
coming home from the hospital. 

Locke hoped putting her life on 
paper would not just be a good read, 
but inspire people to help themselves. 
"Most people can identify with any 
number of things in there," she said. 
"Being the middlechild, being the ap- 
pointed family failure. Everyone I've 
talked to has been wounded in some

1952, Congress authorized the president to 
issue an annual proclamation designating 
Sept. 17 of each year as Citizenship Day in 
commemoration of the signing of the 
Constitution. Three years later, the Daughters 
of the American Revolution proposed devoting 
an entire week to the document by extending 
the period of the observance. A second 
congressional resolution, approved Aug. 2. 
1955, authorized the establishment of 
Constitution Week. 

Now the president issues an annual 
proclamation calling for all citizens to read 
and study this historic, all-important 
document. The observance recognizes that 
not only "We the People" are the supreme 
authority, but that citizenship plays a 
primary role in preserving our system of 
government — democracy. 

Former Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
serving as celebration chairman of the 
Bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution, called 
Constitution Week a legacy representing not 
only the document, but also our commitment 
to educate all citizens concerning its history 
and principles. 

On Sept. 17. all religious institutions, 
schools, courthouses and city governments 
are asked to ring their bells — even door bells 
— at 4 p.m. as a part of Bells Across America. 
It's a way of honoring the drafting of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Think about the document which guarantees 
your freedoms this week as you enjoy your 
rights. Many would sacrifice everything to be 
as fortunate. — V.E.H.

Our Department of Public Health, 
under the direction of Dr. Venita 
Newby-Owens, offers comprehen- 
sive pediatric services, based on abil- 
ity to pay, to children from house- 
holds that do not have access to other 
resources. 
We offer 
physical ex- 
ams and sick 
child visits, 
as well as a 
variety of as- 
sessments 
and screen- 
ings and im- 
munizations. 
Last year, 
the State De- 
partment of 
Health 
awarded us 
$112,000 to 
increase im- 
munization 
rates among 
I our 7,500 

citizens who 
use the WIC 
program (Women, Infants and Chil- 
dren). 

A staff member was placed at each 
WIC site in Virginia Beach to collect 
and check immunization records, and 
refer children to immunization ser- 
vices. With record checks each time 
they visit a WIC office, parents will 
be reminded to get and keep their 
children in compliance with the rec- 
ommended childhood immunization 
schedule, thereby promoting a 
healthier Virginia Beach. This pro- 
gram was recently recognized through 
the Virginia Beach City Manager's 
Innovations in Public Service Awards 
program. 

Our Department of Public Health 
also offers anticipatory guidance 
counseling, including injury preven- 
tion. 

The David and Lucile Packard 
Foundation recently issued a study 
on The Future of Children that re- 
ports that injuries are the leading cause 
of death among children between ages 
one and 19 in the United Stales. In 
1996, more than 13,000 children and 
adolescents in this country died of 
unintentional injuries, predominantly 
motor vehicle crashes, drowning or 
residential fires. 

The report says that unintentional 
injuries — unintentional, but not nec- 
essarily unpreventable injuries — are 
responsibleformorechilddeathseach 
year than homicides, suicides, 
congential abnormalities, cancer, 
heartdiseases, respiratory illness and 
HIV combined. 

Simple proven interventions, such 
as using child care seats and bike 
helmets, controlling traffic in resi- 
dential neighborhoods, and install- 
ing smoke detectors in homes, could 
reduce childhood injury deaths by 
one-third, representing more than 
4,000deathstochildrenin 1996 alone. 
The study identified three key ap- 
proaches to injury prevention: 

■ Education to promote changes 
in individual behaviors. We know 
that educational efforts have indeed 
increased individual safety behav- 
iors with car seats and smoke detec- 
tors.

■ Environment and product 
changes can make life safer for chil- 
dren. The use of child-resistant caps 
for medications and household poi- 
sons, and limiting the numberof pills 
in medication vials have virtually 
eliminated poisoning deaths to chil- 
dren undre the age of 5. Programs to 
lower the speed of traffice through 
growing neighborhoods reduce the 
risk of pedestrian injuries, perhaps 
by 60 percent. Swimming pool fences 
with self-latching gates prevent 
roughly 40 to 70 percent of swim- 
ming pool drowningand near-drown- 
ing incidents in young children. 

■ Legislation and regulation is the 
third area the report citied. All 50 
stales have car seat laws, but there's 
room for improvement. Some doilSf 
require appropriate protection for 
children between the ages of about 4 
and 8 years old. Thirty-five states 
lack bicycle helmet laws. And there 
are currently efforts in some states to 
relax regulations requiring flame-re- 
tardani children's slecpwear, which 
have substantially reduced clothing 
bums. 

The report concludes that reducing 
the rale of child injury deaths in ih& 
future will require Ihe dedication of 
individuals to implement what we 
know works, the determination of 
communities to create environments 
where children can grow safely, and 
ihe public and private dollars to sup- 
port injury prevention research and 
lodisseminateeffectiveinierventions. 

There's a story I like about one of 
the most accomplished and fabled 
tribes in Africa, the Masi Warriors. 
The Masai Warriors are considered 
to be the most intelligent and fear- 
someof any tribe. Yet when they pass 
each other on the street, the tradi- 
tional greeting exchanged from one 
Masai Warrior to the other is 
"Kasserian ingera," which means 
"And how are the children?" 

Our goal as a community is to 
pursue the vision of the Masai war- 
riors, and when asked "And how the 
children?" to be able to answer with 
certainty: "All the children are well."

Fortunately, most people will never know 
the aggravation of not being able to brush 
their hair because the motion brings on loo 
much pain. 

Or being robbed of their ability to walk 
because of a stroke or serious car accident. 
Or injuring themselves so badly that their 
nerves cry out. 

But for those who do suffer these 
problems, there are people like Richard 
Theroux to put them back on the road to 
health. " 

A licensed physical therapist assistant at 
Sentara L.eigh Hospital, he's finally living 
his dream of helping others become more 
independent. 

A tower of a man standing 6'4", the 
native New Yorker has called Hampton 
Roads home for 10 years. He and his wife 
decided this would be a good place to raise 
their family after visiring the area on 
several occasions. Following retirement 
from his first career as manager of a 
rental/landscaping firm in New York, 
Theroux made his dream a reality by 
attending Tidewater Community College 
and getting the requisite training. 

"1 always wanted to do this, but for 
different reasons, like education and family 
refponsibililies, I had to wait unril later 
on," he explained. 

Working with a partner, most of Theroux 's 
patients have neurological deficits 
commonly brought on by, stroke, multiple 
sclerosis or cerebral palsy. 

"We basically gel them stronger and gel 
them able to do normal acliviries — 
walking, reaching, standing. We try to gel 
them active again and into the main flow of 
life," he said. 

Using various equipment, from medicine 
balls to weights, it can be a long process. 

"When you suddenly can't do something 
that you did before, it puts a realization on 
you of 'Wow, look what I took for granted.' 
So many parienis say that. It's heart- 
catching. 

"It makes you realize your own mortality 
— how frail we really are," he said. 

Theroux's clients, who can range from 
stfoke victims in their 30s to people in their 
90s, know they are in for hard work. When 
he gels a "thank you" or compliment, it's 
the best reward a physical therapist 
assistant can earn. 

It's all the more gratifying for Theroux, 
who has wanted to do this type of job for a 
long lime. 

"My sister, whose just a year and a half 
younger than I, was born with a cerebral 
palsy type of infirmity. For as long as I 
know, I've been doing therapy. The doctor 
would say, 'I want you to take her in the 
pool' or "Do this exercise with her.' So I 
grew up with it and have had an interest in 
this a long time. I got into weight lifting and 
knew the benefits of exercise. I just enjoy 
helping people." 

Theroux had to work "very hard" to reach 
this point, noting the rigorous five-semester 
program he took at Tidewater Community 
College. 
"I recommend it to anyone," he said. 
At the end of the work day, Theroux goes 
home satisfied knowing he has helped 
others. 

"I use lots of hands-on techniques to teach 
people to live their lives. 1 think we do a 
good job. And I meet lots of interesling 
people here from all different walks of life. 
But they all have something in common — 
they want to get well. The object is to get 
these people independent." 

Theroux finds his own "therapy" in 
fishing, tinkering with cars and Lionel 
model trains. He is also a Civil War buff. 
He was recently awarded the Sentara 
Promise Award for customer service. He 
attends St. Nicholas Church and is a 
member of the Virginia and American 
Physical Therapy Associations.

You don't have to be a rocket 
scientists to understand supercon- 
ductivity, but these days much of 
the research in the field takes place 
in outer space. 

Back here on eaith, more than 
1,300 researchers will present their 
findings on superconductivity at 
the Applied Superconductivity 
Conference Sept. 17-22 at the 
Pavilion ConvenUon Center in 
Virginia Beach. 

"We chose Virginia Beach for 
this year's convention because of 
its popul^ty as a vacation destina- 
tion and the area's rich U.S. histo- 
ry," says conference general chair- 
man Dr. Harold Weinstock. 

Virginia Beach is hosting the 
largest scientinc convention of its 
kind in the worid.

■ The Train: built by University 
of Houston .students, the train con- 
tains a magnet "car," which levi- 
tates on a track of high temperature 
superconductor bricks that ae 
cooled in a pool of liquid nitrogen. 

■ The Flywheel: a momentum 
wheel, useful for directional control 
on board small satellites. The 
wheel needs only a minimal 
amount of power to operate, saving 
on limited resources available. 

Attendees will be able to conduct 
magnetic Icvitation experiments, 
learn the basic principles of supcr- 
conduclors and discuss with re- 
searchers ihc applicalions that are 
now coming to market. 

A superconductor is a very strong 
material that conducts elecuicity 
without resistance, therefore ascful 



in developing extfemely powerful 
electronic magnets that do not 
waste energy. Superconductors also 
are used in the central diagnostic 
tool Magnetic Resource Imaging 
(MR I) and many other applicalions 
such as motors, generators imd 
U"ansfonners. 

New uses for the science of su- 
perconductivity are rapidly entering 
into the marketplace. Another ap- 
plication is the Superconducting 
Quantum Interference Device 
(SQUID) — the world's most sen- 
sitive detector of magnetic fiddfe 
used in biomedical communicatkm 
f(x studying the brain and heart.

measure and is further 
supplemented by AlCUZ-related 
amendments to the city's zoning, 
site plan and subdivision 
ordinances. 

Spore said that except where 
otherwise warranted, the city 
adheres to the land use 
compatibility recommendations 
cited in the tables that 
accompany ihe AICUZ noise 
zone map. The city also worked 
with its congressional delegation 
to have duns appropriated for the 
Aircraft Acoustical Enclosures 
(Hush House) that is now under 
construction. 

He said that the city's noise 
management and mitigation 
strategies initiated over the past 
few years satisfied the objectives 
and recommendations stated in 
the JLUS manual and that a 
study would be redundant. He 
added that the city would be 
happy to share wiUi neighboring 
jurisdictions any documents, 
resources and strategies the city 
has developed regardfng the 
issue. 

Matthias said that the study 
will not be a tool that would be 
used in the issue over where the 
Super Hornets should be based. 
He said that Virginia Beach has 
been aggressive, and cited the 
city's moving two schools out of 
the potential accident zone, it 
adoption of noise attenuation 
standards and the absence of 
large scale rezoning. 

Thomas Pauls, cdmprehensive 
planning coordinator, said that 
the city has already 
accomplished the five 
recommendations listed 4n the 
study manual: 

■ Addressing noise exposure 
and accident potential zones 
rest^jting from aircraft and/or 
artillery: 

■ Limiting tall structures 



which interfere with flight 
operations. 

■ Talcing measures to modify 
community impacts. 

■ Addressing peripheral land 
uses that adversely impact 
installation operations. 

■ Taking regional and 
intergovernmental approaches to 
developing and implementing 
land development policy. 

In reply to a question from 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, 
Matthias said that the Navy has 
spent about S60 million to buy 
easements around Oceana, which 
is probably very well protected, 
but that the program has no 
money for purchase now. He said 
there are no requirements in the 
study to buy land. 

Vice Mayor William D. 
Sessoms Jr. said that the intent is 
good and asked whether there 
would be a downside in not 
participating. 

Spore said the staff is 
suggesting the city will 
participate and provide 
information. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClainan said that the study 
would address what is not up to 
date. 

Oberndorf asked council to 
think over the proposal and 
discuss it the "next time we 
meet." The council's next 
meeting is Sept. 26. 

Chesapeake City Manager John 
L. Pazour said that many of the 
issues that would normally be 
covered in a JLUS should be 
addressed in the update of the 
comprehensive plan. 

The object of the JLUS is to 
help a community develop a plan 
of action to respond to the 
recommendations contained in an 
AICUZ report prepared by the 
military base. The JLUS will be 
the community's plan to promote 
compatible land use activity 
around a military installation.

Council tackles sign problem

A plethora of signs — large 
signs, illegal signs, encroaching 
signs (on the city's right-of-way) 
billboards, realtors signs, signs 
pasted over store windows, signs 
on trucks that do not transport — 
do not a beautiful city make. 

But the city's inspectors in the 
Planning Department are making 
some headway. 

In a report to City Council at a 
work session Tuesday, Planning 
Department representatives 
talked about the progress already 
made and what lies ahead. 

Karen Lasley, assistant 
planning director, said that prior 
to 1970 there was very little 
regulation of signs. In October of 
1970 the Virginia Beach Sign 
Ordinance was adopted which 
allowed 24-foot high signs, and 
allowed the Board of Zoning 
Appeals to approve up to a 40- 
foot sign height. 

In September 1986, the 
comprehensive zoning ordinance 
was amended to reduce the 
square footage, number and high 
of signs — the maximum height 
became 12 feet. 

In February 1987, billboards 
were removed as a conditional 
use. 

Things are a lot better as the 
planners illustrated with before 
and after slides, but problems 
still persist. 

Those signs that seem to 
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appear from nowhere on poles 
and trees in the city's right-of- 
way. 

Kevin Hershberger, zoning 
inspector, told council that the 
best way to get rid of those signs 
is to tear them down when you 
sec them. 

But the violators are crafty and 
have learned that if they put the 
signs high enough, the inspectors 
can't reach them. These are 
companies that do not operate 
legally, he said, and not the best 
people you want in the city. 

A total of 4,845 illegal signs 
have been removed so far this 
year — in 1999 the total for the 
whole year was 5,618. 

The companies are usually 
based out of town and are hard to 
get hold of Hershberger said, but 
that city has taken legal action to 
permanently enjoin one company 
from placing signs. 

As for billboards since 1992, 14 
billboards have been removed 
and 41 remain. 

Many signs encroach on the 
city's right-of-way. Planning 
Director Robert Scott reminded 
council that council can remove 
the encroachment anytime it 
wants. He said that there are no 
more than a dozen in the city 
now. 

The staff also works with 
owners to improve non- 
conforming signs. "*.v- , 

Lasley said that council Has 
indicated it likes monument signs 
— monument style signs 
routinely are part of conditional 
rezonings and required as part of 



conditional use permits. The city 
is considering requiring all signs 
to be monument style. 

The staff also is working with 
the city attorney's office to 
address signs in windows. At 
present in the resort tourist 
districts the CZO limits signs in 
windows to 20 percent of the 
window surface not to exceed 16 
square feel. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McCIanan said there was a 
safety concern, especially in 
convenience stores where women 
work at night alone, when all the 
windows are covered with signs 
so that the police cannot see 
what is going on inside. 

The staff is also looking into 
amending the CZO in relation to 
realtor's signs which are allowed 
for advertising property for sale, 
lease or rent. No time limit is 
placed on the signs. 

When provisions were made fw 
peddlers, it was a matter of 
addressing peddlers selling 
shrimp out of a truck. 

Now matU'esses are being sold 
out of trucks. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know the fines fca- 
continued violations. 

Hershberger said that $100 is 
the fine for the first offense and 
fines climbing upward with 
repeat offenses to a fine of 
$3,000 maximum. 

Lasley said that the staff is 
making changes for 
improvements with "what we 
have," but more staff would help 
a lot.

some good somewhere, that they 
might say, 'My God, if that 
woman can go Uirough all of that, 
I can too.' 

"You can't expect Ood to drc^ 
money and everything in your back 
yard, but he will give you gifts to 
do the work He wants you to do. 
You have to get off your hindparts 
and do it. You can't expect other 
people to do it, or blame them 
when it doesn't happen.-" 

Locke's road to writing started 
innocently. In 1996, when son 
Larry, who was born with a cleft 
lip and other skin deformities, had 
life-altermg surgery, "I didn't want 
to forget any of the details." 

She, began to keep a journal 
detailing Larry's transformation. 
Then, she let dear friend Nora read 
them. 

"She started crying," Locke 
remembered. 

Locke thought the memoirs had 
offended the woman, but Nora 
simply turned to her and said, 
"You're a writer." 

Soon Locke — with her 
plainspokcn, heart-to-heart style — 
send a manuscript to Guideposts 
magazine concerning her son's 
modem-day miracle. 

"A Healing of the Heart" was 
published in June 1998. She was 
also published in Catholic DigesX. 
Locke, the mother of four grown 
children, was inspired to write 
more after "some local people who 
read the story started calling me. 
Everyone told me I should write 
more." 

She went ahead with the 
challenge, putting her life on paper 
though sometimes it made her 
physically ill to rehash some 
occasions. Remembering Michael, 
her "angel baby" who died shordy 
after birth, even gave Locke 
nausea. 

But within three months she had 
completed "More Than One 
Angel." The cover even bears the 
picture of one of her own "angels," 
granddaughter Sara Elizabeth 
Tolson pouring "heavenly dust" 
from a cherubic hand. 

Since the book came out, Locke 
has enjoyed many speaking 
engagements, her own form of 
ministry. She addressesan array of 
topics garnered from her life's 
experiences — and the countless 
"angels" who touched her life. 

Today she is successful, a retired 
business woman married to a 
coupon-clipping roired Navy 
commander, and volunteers at a 
local nursing home. She is also 
writing a series of childrai's 
books. 

"I'm having the time of my life," 
said Locke. "I'm at an age — 58 
— where most people are 
wondering what direction go 
they're going into. Not me." 

By perseverence and helping 
herself, today Locke lives in a 
sprawling 5,000-square-foot home 
on the Lynnhaven called Bluestone 
Manor. In her bedroom is a special 
wooden chest that once heM 
everything she owned. 

It's her most cherished 
possession. 

"I love that box," said Locke. 
"It's been beat up. I used it to 
move. My kids used it as a toy 
box. Talk about significance, my 
box runneth over. I feel blessed."

Squadron consists of six Boeing bi- 
planes, all built between 1941 and 
1943. Originally built as training 
planes to prepare U.S. Army and 
Navy pilots, the airplanes were 
used as crop dusters after the war. 
The Red Baron bi-planes have been 
modified to include fuel and oil 
systems that allow the planes to 
fly inverted and are equipped with 
engines that double the original 
power. Few concessions, however, 
have been made to change the ro- 
mantic character of the planes. 

The Slcarman bi-planc is the 
most respected primary trainer in 
the military — more pilots have 
trained in a Stearman than in any 
other type of airplane. The bi- 
plane's original design dates back 
to the 1 920s. The Red Baron Stear- 
man A-75 models are the 75th ver- 
sion since the original design. 

In 1979, the Red Baron Slcarman 



Squadron began barnstorming die 
nation. Flying nine months out of 
the year, they have raised millions 
of dollars for children's charities. 
The squadron began flying air 
shows in 1984 and have won 
awards for their professionalism 
and showmanship.

Debbie Mollura knows how to 
give good gifts.

With sales 60 percent above of 
last year's sales, she also has 
three full-time people, three (fe- 
ll very people and hires college 
students in the summer and dur- 
ing holidays. And the business 
has no sign of slowing down. 

"We're doing exceptionally 
well," Mollura said, "We've fi- 
nally turned the corner making it 
profitable." 

Her success story parallels that 
of other small businesses that 
have grown into something 
great. 

Mollura began her career in 
gift giving at Bell Athintic, 
where she worked 24 years as a 
single mother in customer ser- 
vice.

"It's a new and free service we're 
offering to citizens," .said Sims. 

The idea was conceived by a 
Florida woman and caught on quickly 
among her colleagues. Now, on-line 
books clubs are popping up around 
the country. 

The premise of the On-Linc Book 
Club is that an e-mail with a short 
except from a popular book is sent to 
individuals daily from Monday 
through Friday.

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REGIONAL FOSTER PARENT RECRUITMENT 

When parents can't 

Our headlines lately have been filled with 
stories of troubled families, endangered 
children and irresponsible parents: 

Three toddlers abandoned in a library by a 
stressed-out mother. 

Two children locked in a room for 20 hours 
at a time. 

A little girl forced to sleep outside in the 
doghouse — and covered with bug bites — as 
a punishment. 

They're all sad stories, and stories that don't 
have to happen again. 

The timing is perfect for seven Hampton 
Roads Social Services agencies to come 
together for the fifth annual Regional Foster 
Parent Recruitment Campaign. It kicks off 
every September and runs through May. It 
includes billboard and radio advertising, as 
well as special events such as a Christmas toy 
drove. 

The theme is "When Families Can't, Foster 
Parents Can" and is targeted toward adults in 
Hampton Roads to stress the important work 
of foster families. 

The campaign increases awareness of the 
great need for new foster parents, especially 
in light of the recent highly-publicized cases 
of children in trouble. Recruiting foster 
parents is crucial in providing children with 
safe, stable environments while their 
biological parents are unable to care for 
them. 

In Hampton Roads, there are many children 
in need of this service. Some 1,800 children 
are in foster care, but there are only 769 
foster homes available to them. The goal is to 
increase the number of foster parents in the 
area by 25 percent this year. 

The campaign focuses on three levels of 
foster parenting — traditional, emergency 
and respite care. 

Traditional full-time care refers to a family's 
care for a child on a regular basis until the 
child is able to return to the biological 
parents or is adopted. Emergency care refers 
to famihes who are on call and will care for a 
child when the foster family has an 
emerg^ency, such as an illness. Respite care 
families care for foster children on regularly- 
scheduled weekends or holidays to give the 
full-time foster family a break on occasions. 

The year's campaign will stress the 
increased need for families willing to 
participate in the emergency and respite care 
programs. 

A foster parent is more than someone who 
provides shelter. They guide children toward 
a healthier, happier life and set a good 
example. By taking care of children for a 
short time, foster parents allow the biological 
parents the opportunity to pursue counseling 
and training so that their children can come 
back to a better home. It is the goal of foster 
care to reunite children with their biological 
parents whenever possible. 

A foster parent needs to be at least 21 years 
old, financially stable and own or rent a house 
or apartment. Traditional families with 
children, childless couples and even single 
people can apply. They can work full-time, 
part-time or stay at home. Prospective foster 
parents attend a training course and go 
through a six- to. 10-week approval process. 
Care is taken in matching a foster parent with 
the right child.

TCC offers state's first 
degree in sign 



The Virginia Department of Re- 
habilitative Services has (Kovided 
funding to establish AS L (Ameri- 
can Sign Language) Studies and In- 
terpreter Education at Tidewater 
Community College. This will be 
the only program of its kind in the 
South Hampton Roads area and the 
first Associate in Applied Science 
(AAS) degree offering in ASL- 
English Interpretation in the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia. 

The goal of the proposed pro- 
gram is to increase the pool of 
professionally-trained and qualified 
interpreters in Hampton Roads to 
better serve the area deaf and hard- 
of-hearing community, which 
makes up approximately 9.5 per- 
cent of the total population. The 
South Hampton Roads Disability 
Seijyices Board was instrumental in 
supporting the college's need to 
start the program. 

The college-wide program will 
offer ASL instruction to those in- 
terested in better communicating 
with their deaf children, students, 
clients, friends, family and others. 
Further instructions will be offered 
to potential and existing inter- 
preters in the area. 

TCC currently offers some sign 
language and deaf culture courses at 
three campuses. 

Candace Steffcn will head the 
program at TCC. She holds a grad- 
uate degree in linguistics from Gal- 
laudet University andan trndsgrai- 
uatc degree in management from 
National Louis University.

Up close and personal

A love of the water — and the chance to 
go to school across the road from some 
pretty young ladies — led Cdr. Richard W. 
Hatton into an enduring 21 -year Coast 
Guard career. 

The commanding officer of the Legare, a 
270-foot medium endurance cutter, Haium's 
decision to enter the United States Coast 
Guard hinged an inherited passion for the 
sea and curiosity about the young women 
who attended a girls' school near the U.S. 
Coast Guard Academy. 

"It's kind of a unique story," Hatton 
smiled. 

"My father was a Merchant Marine»belorc 
he got into teaching. His brother was also a 
Merchant Marine, my mother's brother was 
a Merchant Marine. Her father was a 
Merchant Marine. So there was a lot of salt 
water coursing through my veins," he 
mused. "I was pretty sure 1 was going to 
attend the Merchant Marine Academy and 
become one like Dad was." 

As an eighth-grader visiting his uncle in 
Connecticut, however, Hatton's eyes were 
opened to the world of the Coast Guard. 

"He look Mom and I out for a cruise, 
pulling the boat in the water just norih of 
the Coast Guard Academy. The cutter Eagle 
was tied up there and asked what it was. 1 
thought that was pretty cool. When we got 
back and pulled the boat out of the water, 
we drove past the academy and, at the 
time, there was a college for women across 
the street. Thai's when 1 decided then an 
there — in eighth grade — that 1 wanted to 
go into the Coast Guitfd." 

Hatton received appointments lo the U.S. 
Naval Academy and the U.S. Coast Guitfd 
Academy and chose the latter. One big 
rea.son was the search and rescue missions 
conducted by the USCG. He graduated from 
the academy in 1979 and to this day is still 
the only "Coastie" in his family. 

"I'm the only heretic," he laughed. 

Hatton's first lour of duly was as deck 
watch officer and weapons officer onboard 
ihe Cutter Courageous. Subsequent sea 
tours have been as operations officer of the 
Culler Harriet Lane and executive officer of 
the Culler Tampa. 

In addition to his shipboard assignments, 
Hatton was assigned to the Coast Guard-Navy 
Exchange Program as the combat information 
center officer and assistant operations officer 
aboard the USS Harry E. Yarnell. During this 
two-year exchange command, Hatton made a 
deployment to the Mediterranean Sea with the 
Sixth Fleet. 

Hatton's shore assignments have includal 
duly on the staff of the commander, 7ih Coast 
Guard District; aide to the commander, 7lh 
Coast Guard District; staff of the commander, 
5lh Coast Guard District; chief. Readiness 
Evaluation and Analysis Branch, Office of 
Readiness and Reserve, Coast Guard HeiKk|uar- 
ters. He also had a second tour with the U.S. 
Navy as Ihe Coast Guard liaison lo the assis- 
tant chief of naval operations for surface war- 
fare at the Pentagon. 

In August 1999, Hatton assumed 
command of the Legare following an 
assignment as the chief of the Exercise and 
Budget Branch, Coast Guard Atlantic Area, 
Portsmouth. The Legare is stationed at 
Integrated Support Command on Crancy 
Island in Portsmouth. 

A resident of Virginia Beach's Salem 
community, Hatton has lived in Hampton 
Roads for 15 years, even during two stints 
commuting from Washington, D.C. posts on 
weekends. Today, this is "home" for the 
Cairo, N.Y. native, wife Jane and daughter 
Ashley — even though he's underway at sea 
six months out of the year. Hatton has more 
than 10 years of sea duty under his bell. 

He's in port now, but that will smm 
change. The Legare and her 90- lo 95- 
membcr crew will gel underway for a 
training mission in October. They recently 
returned from a deployment to the 
Caribbean, where the ship performed a 
counternarcolics mission and command of 
the Greater Antilles in Puerto Rico for 
illegal drug interdiction. 

Though he loves lo be home with his 
family, Hatton enjoys going to sea. He Iccls 
it's less stressful than when they're in pori. 

"It takes very liitle for me as an 
individual to run a cutter on a day-to-day 
basis. Quite honestly, it takes lots of 
teamwork from everyone. In port is much 
more hectic, simply because when you're 
underway you have a much more 
regimented routine," he explained. 

In port, cullers like the Legare must be 
prepared for in-depih inspections and 
perform necessary maintenance. 

"For example, we've been tearing up ihe 
non-skid on the flight deck and fixing things 
that have been broken over the past couple 
of months. We have lo worry about the rust 
accumulated on the ship while underway 
also. It's a never-ending battle while in port, 
while at the same time balancing ihe 
normal workload and getting people 
reconnected with their families." 

This is a hectic lime of year, too, as many 
u-ansfers settle into new jobs on the Legare. 
Before its next mission, ihey'lKhave to have

a "fast cruise" to become familiar with the 
ship. 

Hatton has had plenty of these cruises in 
his 21-year Coast Guard career, and he's 
ready, for more. 

"I've always said that I'd stay as long as 
they'd have me and as long as I'm having 
fun," he said. 

"They haven't booted me out yet, and I'm 
still having fun. This isn't a job to me. I'd 
like lo retire with 30 years." 

Hatton, who is also a graduate of the U.S. 
Naval War College, has several accolades 
to his name. Awards include the Meritorious 
Service Medal, Coast Guard Commendation 
Medal with Operational Distinguishing 
Device, Navy and Marine Corps 
Commendation Medal, Coast Guiu^d 
Achievement Medal with Operational 
Distinguishing Device, Navy and Marine 
Corps Achievement Medal, and 
Commandant's Letter of Commendation.

Each year, the organization se- 
lects a features speaker — someone 
who has looked to their spiritual 
faith for guidance, both in life, and 
in career. 

For the 2000 Neptune Festival, 
the honorcc was television star 
Hunter Tylo. 

Formerly seen on such daytime 
soap operas as "All My Children" 
and "The Bold and the Beautiful," 
Tylo has graced the cover of TV 
Guide and was featured in the list 
of People Magazine's 50 Most 
Beautiful People in 1993. She is 
also the author of a recent best- 
selling autobiography, "Making a 
Miracle." 

"Hunter Tylo is seen by 350 mil- 
lion people a day," said Virginia 
Beach Boiird of Directors Chaimian 
Dan Ryan. "More than just a pretty 
face, however, she is a wife, a for- 
mer pre -mcdstudcnt and a mother 
of four children." 

"I want to ask thcf people here if 
they have ever thought that God 
doesn't really care about them," 
Tylo began. 

"People have thought, 'God does- 
n't care if I lost my job. He doesn't 
care that my spouse is an alco- 
holic, or that my teenager is rebel- 
lious, or thai my marriage is 
falling apart.' But God is closest to 
us when we're hurling. When I 
found myself asking the question, 
"Where is God?', I truly felt that I 
had been abandoned by Him." 

Four years before she left "The 
Bold and the Beautiful," Tylo said, 
"My husband and I had been living 
a very disastrous lifestyle. We woe 
very selfish, many hurtful things 
were said, and our two boys were 
out of control. But we decided to 
turn our lives over to God, and try 
it His way, to obey His command. 
"Aftera while, though," she con- 
tinued, "we decided that our lives 
were still a little empty, antjwecfc- 
cidcdto try to have a little giri. So 
we started to pray, and to no avail. 
For two years, we tried with no 
success. When my conU'acl caine 
up with "Bold and Beautiful," I 
wanted to try something new, 
"Melrose Place." One week after 
signing the contract, lo and behold, 
I found out I was pregnant." 

At the time, however, 
Tylo could not have imagined the 
controversy that would sunound 
her for the next few years. 

"My manager called me after we 
told the producers to tell us that 
they weren't happy." she remem- 
bered. "They told me that my preg- 
nancy was a problem. Within a 
week, I received notice that I was 



fired. My whole life had literally 
been turned upside down. 

"But I knew that if I stood up for 
what I believed in, 1 would really, 
really have to put my faith in God. 
I knew that there was laws in place 
to protect pregnant women, but 
none that required an employer to 
help a woman through her pregnan- 
cy, and to work with her. So I <M 
file a lawsuit, which was a risky 
thing to do. Throughout my preg- 
nancy, I was in a very stressful 
time, sitting in depositions, listen- 
ing to truths, half-truths, twisted, 
truths and flat-out lies. But in 
November of 1996, I gave birth to 
a beautiful baby girl, so I knew 
that at least half of my prayers had 
been answered." 

But Tylo's good luck wasn't 
over. "Eventually, the jury did'nile 
in my favor, and it was a landmark 
case, the first time the law had 
been amended to be distinct and 
clear that employers are required to 
accommodate a pregnant mother. 
No woman ever again has to be put 
in a position of having to choose 
between her job and the life of her 
child." 

However, it was even later that 
the greatest miracle of all occuned 
in Tylo's life. 

"A few weeks after my dau^ter 
Katya was born, 1 was sitting in 
church services. A light from the 
altar happened to be shining on her 
face. 1 looked into her eyes, and 
saw a milky white fog under the 
lens of her eye. We took her to the 
doctor, and had her eyes dilated. We 
soon received the devastating news: 
she had a rare form of cancer called 
retinoblastoma, one of the fastest 
growing forms of cancer. 

"On one of her eye exams, the 
doctor came out and told me that 
there was a tumcv growing right on 
her optic nerve, which goes right 
to the brain. He said, 'Either I can 
remover her eye, or we can do 
some potentially-deforming radia- 
tion treatment, or a double dose of 
chemotherapy.' I asked him if we 
could pray for a few days. 

"The next Thursday, we took 
Katya back to the doctor, and he 
took her in for the examination. It 
was the hardest part of our entire 
life, because we thought that God 
may have abandoned us. Finally, 
the surgeon came back out, and he 
looked very weird. 

"He showed us two photographs. 
One had been taken ti\t week be- 
fore, while the other had been taken 
that day. He said, "This is a picture 
of the tumor last week. Today, it's 
just not there, there's just a shadow 
where it was. Maybe I made a mis- 
take. 

"But I knew that he hadn't made 
a mistake. I knew that something 
greater had happened. I knew that, 
throughout all of Katya's pain, 
God had been with her all along."

Park supporters persevere 
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Now the Friends of the 31st 
Street Park are taking action. 

On Saturday afternoon, the group 
held a "Walk for the Park," as 
members marched down the Vir- 
ginia Beach boardwalk with signs 
and fliers stating their belief that 
the city no longer wants or needs a 
another hotel. 

"We can't just sit by and let this 
happen," said Gardner. 

"The peojile voted not to bring 
this hotel to Virginia Beach. The 
City Council and the mayor are 
making deals behind closed doors, 
and that's not acceptable. 

"Sometimes people get so busy 
with everyday life that they don't 
always pay attention to what's 
going on right under their noses, 
and they wake up one day and say, 
'Hey, where are our rights? What 
happened to America?' If people 
Just let this go, then the city could 
just come knocking on their doors, 
and .saying, 'Hey, we want your 
house. We want to build here.'" 

"This is our group's first march," 
said the group's spokesperson, Bar- 
bara Messncr. 

"Our city does not tell the truth, 
and they use our money to spin 
horrible lies. We want access lo the 
beach, and the plan is to takeaway 
the residents' access to the beach, 
and give it to the tourists. We are 
tired of the city telling us that we 
don't know what we're talking 
aboui, and that they know what is 
best for us." 

Messner offered many uses for 
the park. 

"The tourists love to come here. 
They go lo Papa John's and get 
pizzas, then come back here and 
have picnics. People play Frisbee 
and soccer, or just relax. Also, the 
Neptune Festival's triathlon, which 
brings in a lot of revenue for the 
city, begins from this park. We 
have art festivals and this is" the 
beach's most popular place to take 
photos."

lo set the mark higher, and bring 
more people into the area. But if 
we anuly/.c the entire agreement, 
we can sec that the city will make 
no money off of this project what- 
soever," said Rcid Grccnman. 

"The city spent so much money 
telling people how much money 
there were going to make, but it's 
just not true. They didn't tell peo- 
ple what the risks were, only what 
the benefits were, and it's a huge 
campaign of inisinformation. I read 
the contract for the hotel, and I 
couldn't believe what it said, 

"For example, the taxpayers arc 
investing 820 million for the park- 
ing garage alone, and the city will 
gel the riiihi to .say who gets lo use 
it. They arc using our tax money 
to build ihcir business. 

"Also, the contract specifically 
says that if at any time the 800-car 
garage is full for more than five 
hours for 60 days in any 12-month 
period, the city is required to build 
another 200-space floor, which is 
another S2.S million. They know 
that a project such as this is going 
to require thousands of parking 
spaces, yet they only built an 800- 
space garage. 

"Why would they do this?" he 
asked rhetorically. "Well, so they 
can tell the taxpayers later, 'Sorry, 
but we underestimated this project. 
By the way, it's going to cost you 
an extra $10 million.'" 

"But if that weren't enough, rev- 
enues received on the profits of the 
increased taxes will be used to fiind 
back into the project, and it may 
take 20 to 30 years to pay that 
off," Grcenman continued. "So for 
that much time, not one penny of 
this 'potential ancillary tax money' 
will be used to benefit the area's 
schools, roads, or any other quality 
of life." 

Greenman spoke of the group's 



previous efforts to put a stop to the 
project. 

"When I went to court over this, 
the city's attorneys said that the 
Virginia Beach citizens could only 
bring suit against the government 
body for election laws was through 
Virginia's attorney general, Mark 
Earley. We would have to get him 
interested enough in this project to 
come and bring suit against the 
city, because we as citizens didn't 
have the right to do it ourselves. 
So we didn'teven get a fairdayin 
court." 

Group member Nancy Burrows 
had written a song about the pro- 
gram entitled "Twentieth-Century 
Woman." , 

"Twentieth-century woman, 
20ih-ceniury man, don't you know 
you're destroying the Earth with 
your best-laid plans?" she sang. 
"Our hope is all connected, it's 
time to take a stand." 

"This project is part of every- 
thing I believe in, because I believe 
that the buldersand the corpora- 
tion shouldn't be able to own the 
Earth," said B irrows,who recently 
released a CD ol relaxation music 
and has performed on cable televi- 
sion. "People need to stand up for 
their little spots, even it it's just a 
park here and there. The city is tak- 
ing parks away from its people, 
and giving the land to private cor- 
porations." 

Other group members gave other 
personal reasons for taking part in 
the project. "I've only been in- 
volved with this group for four 
days, but I grew up here," said 
Russell Bennett, "but I don't think 
that the city should be able to take 
away something that everyone can 
enjoy, and limit it lo certain 
groups of people." 

"I'm participating for sentimental 
reasons," said Carol Burgess. "I 
grew up in Norfolk, and I consider 
Virginia Beach to be part of my 
home. 1 remember the way the 
beach was, and I'd like lo see this 
open space remain for everyone 
who comes here, It's the only 
open-space view to people who 
come to the beach," 

"I've been Jiere for a long time, 
and I don't think they should have 
ever built any of these hotels on 
this beach," said Evie Holt. "I've 
been here through hurricanes, the 
Ash Day storm of the 1960s, and 
the last thing I want to see is an- 
other huge hotel in Virginia 
Beach,"

The Town Center is definitely a 
new experience for Wawner. 

"The project is different because 
it's all vertical construction," he 
explains. "It's a learning experi- 
ence, but it's very exciting. 

"This project is something that 
the city has never had before. We're 
just hoping that it will be enjoyed 
and embraced by both the business 
and the civic communities. The 
idea of a central business district 
has been something the city has 
wanted to see for a long time." 

Divaris echoed Wawner's senti- 
ments. "This project has been in 
existence for 30 years," he said. 
"I've been involved with it for 
about 20. 

"Il will be the largest commercial 
center in Virginia Beach, the first 
mixed urban core for the largest 
city in Virginia. With all of the as- 
pects of ihis project, it will indeed 
gfn{^rfiip,a tremendpus amount of 
jqbs find, tftx revenue. 

"But more than that," Divaris 
continued, "the new Town Center 
will give the city of Virginia Beach 
something that it has never really 
had: a true source of pride, a heart 
and soul."

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ARE celebrates 75 
years since Cayce's 
arrival at Beach 



In mid-Scpicmber 1925, Ameri- 
can psychic Edgar Caycc and his 
family arrived in Virginia Beach, 
moving into a small house on 35lh 
Street near the oceanfront. 

In the intervening 75 years the 
Association for Research and En- 
lighicnmcni (ARE), which Cayce 
founded here, has grown into a 
worldwide organization with more 
than ?0,(KX) members. 

On Friday (today) ARE mem- 
bers, local residents and visitors arc 
invited to join in the celebrations 
at the ARE campus at Atlantic Av- 
enue and 67th Street. Activities 
from 2 to 8:.M) p.m. will include 
chair massages and rellcxology 
demonstrations; ESP testing; lec- 
tures on dreams, ancient civiliza- 
tions, health, spiritual growth md 
the Caycc legacy; and a display of 
Virginia Beach photos from the 
first halfol the century. 

On Friday at 3 p.m. and again at 
7:30 p.m., Sidney Kirkpatrick, 
best-sclliiig author of the new bi- 
ography "Edgar Cayce: An Ameri- 
can Prophet" will talk about his 
book and sign copies at the b(X)k 
store. The only writer to have been 
granted unrestricted access to all of 
Cayce's letters and papers, Kirk- 
patrick is the first to crack the code 
of Cayce's trance readings to show 
how they were u.sed by such promi- 
nent people as George Gershwin, 
Nelson Rockefeller and several 
U.S. presidents. 

Two decades here 

Prior to moving to Virginia 
Beach in 1925, the Cayces — 
Edgar, his wife Gertrude, iind 
young sons Hugh Lynn and Edgar 
Evans — had lived in Dayton, 
Ohio. There Edgar had been giving 
psychic "readings" to an ever in- 
creasing circle of people. During a 
rare reading for himself early in 
1925, Cayce was told to move to 
Virginia Beach. 

From 1925 until his death in 



1945, Edgar Cayce gave thousands 
of psychic readings covering topics 
such as health and healing, dicam 
interpretation, reincarnation and in- 
tuition. He became known as the 
"father of holistic medicine" and 
The New York Times labeled him 
as "America's Sleeping Prophet" 
becau.se he gave his more than 
14,000 readings in a trance-like 
Slate. 

In February, 1929 the Cayce 
Hospital, which still stands over- 
looking the ocean and Atlantic Av- 
enue ai 67th Street in Virginia 
Beach, admitted its first patient, a 
man suffering from a chronic sinus 
condition. Using medicinal, osteo- 
pathic and heat therapies that had 
been revealed to Cayce dufijig 
trances, the patient was treated for 
nine days and released with no 
symptoms. 

Today, the APE campus includes 
the original hospital building 
which houses offices and the 
Caycc/Rcilly School of Massother- 
apy, and the Visitor's center with 
auditoriums, meditation room, 
book store and one of the largest 
meuiphysical libraries in the world.

BREAST CANCER OBSERVANCE MONTH 

A matter of life and death 

Within the next two days, America will kick 
off its October Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month — a time to educate women on the 
importance of mammograms and other 
preventative measures. 

The American Cancer Society estimates that 
184,300 women will be diagnosed with breast 
cancer within the year, and 46,000 will die 
from the disease. In Virginia. 4,500 new cases 
will be diagnosed and 1.100 women will die. 
After lung cancer, breast cancer is the second 
leading cause of death in women. 

However, early detection is making a 
difference. Statistics show an overall decline 
in death rates from breast cancer in 
American women. 

There are simple ways women can arm 
themselves. The simplest is a self-exam that 
takes Just minutes in the shower or lying 
down on the bed. Yet too many women still 
say it's a bother. They could spend just a few 
minutes each month to assure they will be 
leading healthy, normal lives a year from now. 

Looking at the statistics, it's easy to see why 
breast cancer awareness is so Important. The 
risk of developing the disease increases with 
age. Although a family history of the disease is 
a risk factor, 80 percent of the women who 
get breast cancer have no family history. 

That's why the three-step early detection 
process is a woman's best friend — monthly 
self-exams, annual visits to the doctor and a 
mammogram every one or two years for 
women over 40. After age 50, annual 
mammograms are imperative. 
The five-year survival rate for early detection 
underscores the need for aggressively 
following the three-step plan: 

■ 92 percent If the cancer has not spread. 

■ 71 percent If it has spread to nearby 
organs. 

■ 18 percent If It has spread through the 
body. 

Obviously, women should not opt for the 
latter, yet they may If they aren't aware of 
practicing early detection. The choice Is 
literally In their hands. — V.E.H.

Thanks to our reader who took the 
time to remind residents in Chesa- 
peake that we currently pay 25 per- 
cent local lax 
on the first 
$50 of our 
monthly 
phone bill. 

Those who 
follow my 
regular col- 
umn are well 
aware of my 
strong objec- 
tion to all 
utility taxes. 
They are not 
only grossly 
unfair but 
unjustifiable 
as well. 
The citi- 
zenry commonly own the airways 
and mineral rights from which all 
utilities are derived. So, why are we 
charged a tax to use our own re- 
sources? If the private utility com- 
pany is using our resources to make a 
profit, they are the ones who should 
be paying a tax, not for its use per se, 
but for their license to profit from 
resources owned by the public. 

The entire concept of a use lax 
makes no sense whatsoever. We 
want folks to settle in and operate 
businesses in our area, and yet we tax 
the very necessities required for them 
to do so? Tax the profits and incomes 
for the revenues needed to provide 
public services, not the necessities 
for survival. 

And while we're on the subject of 
utilities, it bears exclaiming very 
loudly that we are being gouged by 
the gas, electric, telephone and cable 
providers that service Hampton 
Roads, 

Electricity, gas and telephone ser- 
vices are all 100- year-old technolo- 
gies. 

Given the basic monthly rates we 
pay for them, you would think they 
were invented yesterday. 

Even basic cable technology is over 
30 years old. Yet the cost for basic 
cable (unless you only want to re- 
ceive the three networks and public 
television) is now a whopping S35 a 
month. 

That means the average consumer 
is paying Cox Cable more than $400 
every year jtjst to watch C-Span, 



In 1998, the cost of 
basic cable (what 
Cox has the nerve 
to call "expanded") 
was $29 plus 
change. Now it is 
nearly S35. That is 
a 20 percent 
increase in just two 
years. Plus the cost 
to have cable 
turned on in your 
home used to be 
free, then a 
reasonable $15 — 
now it's $35! 



CNN, A&E, Discovery, Disney, Fox, 
etc, Thai's probably more than it 
costs to purchase their television set 
in the first place. 

How I remember all the promises 
to Congress by the telecommunica- 
tion industry that deregulation would 
bring a flood of competitive forces to 
the market, driving prices down for 
the benefit of consumers. 

So the 1996 Telecommunication 
Bill passed into law, and we have 
seen nothing but higher and higher 
rates for local telephone and cable 
television services every since.

Per set — 
did you ever! 

Not that the cable company is the 
only rip-off artisl in the telecommu- 



nication industry. We mustn't forget 
our local telephone companies when 
it comes to innovative ways to over- 
charge their customers. There are so 
many additional charges and fees 
added to your local phone bill, you 
have to be a Rhodes Scholar even to 
understand them. 

And, that's before you start uying 
to figure out, much less pay, the out- 
rageous taxes collected by the city, 
stale and federal governments. So, 
the telephone bill ends up being $35 
just for local service. Plus, the phone 
company charges S40 to lurn your 
phone line on, even though the lines 
have hccn there for over 70 years at 
least. 

As for our energy suppliers (both 
gas and electric), it goes w iihoul say- 
ing that monopolies are no way to run 
a railroad, and they are certainly no 
way to provide cost-effective energy 
to our citizens. 

Phooey on those who say govern- 
ment i.s inadequate at serving the 
public's needs. My water always 
comes on and 1 can actually afford 
the cosi of its service, or lo have it 
turned on or off, unlike the typical 
phone, electric and gas bill, 

Bui, even better, if ihe cost of pro- 
viding us with water becomes overly 
inflated, we can raise the dickens 
with City Council and make them 
lower that rate to an equitable price. 
Not so when it comes to the mighty 
utility cartels. 

Virginia Power, VNG and Cox 
Cable are totally unaccountable to 
anyone. They can engage in profi- 
teering at our expense to their hearts' 
content since we are powerless con- 
sumers up against powerful private 
monopolies. 

It does no good to raise Cain with 
our elected representatives in Rich- 
mond. The utility cartels are only to 
happy to stuff hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in our elected officials pock- 
ets in the form of campaign contribu- 
tions; thus, insuring their ability to 
rip us off in perpetuity. 

Justice Brandies of the U.S. Su- 
preme Court said it best 45 years ago 
— "You can havea functioning demo- . 
cratic government or you can have a 
concentration of power in the hands 
of a few large corporations, but you 
can not have both!"

Tee of Virginia Beach has been es

The First Tee of Virginia Beach is 
developing a golf course adjacent to 
the Tournament Players Club course 
located just of Princess Anne Road 
between the intersection of Dam Neck 
Road and the Municipal Center. The 
facilities and programs will enable 
youth to experience golf and its les- 
sons for life; enrich children's lives; 
teach life skills to develop character, 
tolerance and an appreciation for 
learning; bring together and enhance 
families; and link golf to youth-serv- 
ing organizations. 

The facility will include a nine- 
hole course designed for youth, a 
driving range; short-game practice 
area and a learning center. It is not a 
regulation golf course, but will be 
tailored to reduce playing time and 
costs, providing relatively inexpen- 
sive instruction in a nurturing envi- 
ronment. Virginia Beach families, 
groups and associations will have yet 
another opportunity to spend quality 
uninterrupted time to learn together. 
The young peoplewill have prior- 
ity at the facility in terms of access to 
equipment,insu-uction,and dedicated 
starting times in playing the course. 
Feies for youth will be nominal. Addi- 
tionally, reduced or no fees access 
will be avai lable for qualified partici- 
pants through sponsorships and schol- 
arships. The facility will provide 
youth of all walks of life from through- 
out Hampton Roads a unique alterna- 
tive during critical non-school hours.

On Sunday, June 4, 1 had the plea- 
sure of attending the ninth annual 
Hooked on Fishing — Not on Drugs 
Program sponsored by the Virginia 
Beach Billfish Foundation, the 
Sheriff's Office Drug Abuse Resis- 
tance Education Program, the police 
departmcntandtheState Department 
of Game and Inland Fisheries. 
Hooked on Fishing — Not on Drugs 
is a national program initiated by the 
Future Fishermen of America. This 
program is utilized by many school 
systems and fishing clubs across the 
United Slates as a positive influence 
on the nation's youth. 

The local effort of this program 
was siarted by Dr. Jim Wright in 



1990. He held casting tournaments 
for youth and gave prizes to the win- 
ners. Dr. Wright provided the promo- 
tion and prizes without any help or 
financial support. Upon realizing the 
impact a program like this could have 
on our young people, Leslie Creech 
began an expanded city-wide pro- 
gram that is now supported by the 
Virginia Beiich Billfish Foundation 
(VBBF). 

During the early winter of 1991, 
Leslie Creech, with assistance -from 
Dr. Wright, put in place the program 
that is now entering its ninth year. 

In the past, eight to 10 elementary 
sch(X)ls were invited to participate in 
these events. Students from the third, 
fourth and fifth grades in each of the 
participating schools were asked to 
write essays on "Why Drugs Are Not 
For Me." Teachers then selected two 
essay winners from the third and 
fourth grades and four winners from 
the fifth grade. These winners were 
awarded an inshore fishing trip on a 
head boat from the Virginia Beach 
Fishing Center, generously donated 
by Fred Feller. 

In 1999, the VBBF joined efforts 
with the Virginia Beach Sheriffs 
Deparunent to offer this program to 
all public and private elementary 
schools and middle schools in Vir- 
ginia Beach through the DARE pro- 
gram. 

The DARE program promotes ap- 
proprnte choices and preventive strat- 
egies concerning drugs and alcdiol, 
which reflects thegoalsof the Hooked 
on Fishing program. Referrals are 
made by the DARE officers and 
school personnel for participating in 
this event. The Miss Virginia Beach 
and Sea Sport head boats took ap- 
proximately 90 students fishing up to 
13 miles out in the Adantic Ocean. 
This even provided not only enter- 
tainment, but was truly an educa- 
tional experience as well. 

Each student received a Hooked 
on Fishing T-shirt uponarrival. Upon 
returning to the Virginia Marine Sci- 
ence Museum, there was weigh-in 
and awards party with hamburgers, 
hot dogs and soft drinks. Each 
participant's family was invited to 
attend. Twenty winners who had the 
largest catch of the day received a 
certificate to go fishing on one of the 
Rudee Inlethead boaters with amem- 
ber of their family. All participants 
left the event with a fishing rod and 
tackle box. This program was made 
possible by the funds generated by 
the Annual Tux and Tails gala held in 
February of each year. 

Both of the programs are great ex- 
amples of the publ ic and private agen- 
cies coming together to support our 
youth and making Virginia Beach "A 
Community of a Lifetime"

Ccmdace Steffen: 'Sign of the times

American Sign Language (ASL) 
interpreter Candace Steffen would like to 
break the cycle which has put teachers of 
the deaf in a Catch-22 for years. 

In Virginia, public schools grant educators 
a certain period of time to complete their 
studies in ASL while they teach, but there 
is nowhere to get the training. 

Steffen, who is building the state's first 
degre?, program in American Sign 
Language, is working to change that. 
Thanks to funding from the Virginia 
Department of Rehabilitative Services, 
Tidewater Community College (TCC) is 
establishing ASL Studies and Interpreter 
Education. 

It will be the only program of its type in 
South Hampton Roads and the first 
Associate in Applied Science (AAS) 
offering in ASL-English Interpretation in 
Virginia. 

"The focus is to train interpreters mainly 
for education systems. The stale of Virginia 
has a law that says interpreters have to 
attain a certain level of skill to keep their 
jobs. So there are a lot of people out there 
who need to upgrade their skills in order to 
keep their jobs. That's the thrust behind 
having the grant," Steffen explained. 

TCC's program, which is completely 
grand funded, must be developed within the 
next 18 months. In that time, Steffen must 
get it self-sustaining in three areas: skills 
certificate (beginners). Associate in 
Applied Arts or Associate in Applied 
Science. 

"We're not up and running yet. We have 
classes in ASL, but no program yet. 1 think 
it will happen very soon. We need 
programmatic support because we're 
offering several courses in the spring, and in 
the summer we're holding a 10-week 
institute for educational interpreters," she 
explained. "By next fall I'd like to have the 
full program running." 

Steffen feels Virginia is behind in 
educating interpreters for the deaf, mostly 
for two reasons — class sizes must be small 
for effective teaching, and skilled, 
credentialed instructors are in short supply. 

In turn, she said, educational opportunities 
in ASL "have been patchworked, something 
here and there. No comprehensive training." 
When TCC's program is up and running, 
the goal is to increase the pool of 
professionally-trained and qualified 
interpreters in Hampton Roads to better 
serve the area deaf and hard-of-hearing 
community — about 9.5 percent of the total 
population. The South Hampton Roads 
Disability Services Board has been 
instrumental in supporting TCC's need to 
start the program. 

The college-wide program will offer ASL 
instruction to those interested in better 
communicating with their deaf children, 
students, clients, friends, family and others. 
Ultimately, the program will be offered at 
all four campuses, but administered at the 
program head's office at the Chesapeake 
campus. 

Steffen has been signing since the age of 
13, when a 3-year-old nephew was 
diagnosed as deaf. 

"So we all took sign language classes to 
be able to communicate with him," she 
said. 

Prior to coming to TCC, Steffen was 
coordinator of the Interpreter Training 
Program at North Florida Community 
College, where she taught traditional 
courses, telecourses, correspondence 
courses and designed a web-based course. 
Before that she was an adjunct faculty 
member at Northern Virginia Community 
College in Woodbridge. 

During her four years there, Steffen laughi 
interpreting classes and authored teacher 
and student manuals for interpreting courses. 
She holds a graduate degree in linguistics 
from Gallaudet University and an 
undergraduate degree in management from 
National Louis University. 

Steffen holds two certifications from ihe 
National Registry of Interpreters for the 
Deaf and has done research, published and 
given presentations in the areas of leaching 
interpretation and Tactile Sign Language 
(the language used by blind/deaf adults).

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Memory Walk 2000 participants march for loved ones

By all accounls, Ramon "Ray" 
Gonzalez and his wife Isabel should 
have been enjoying some of ihe 
best years of their lives. 

He had just retired from a steel 
and wire company in Illinois, and 
the couple moved to Virginia 
Beach to be near their children and 
grandchildren. He loved the ocean, 
watching ihc dolphins and all the 
bikini-clad girls. 

Isabel said Gonzalez, was an 
artist, photographer, painter, callig- 
rapher, woodcarver and a musician. 
The couple loved to dance. They 
were known as the "Prime-time 
Dancers," and they were so good at 
it people often stopped to watch 
them. They were also active in the 
theater. 

It all changed six years ago when 
Gonzalez started to write his name 
and, instead of making a letter "R" 
for Ramon, he drew a straight line. 

"I thought he was just being 
funny," his wife .said. "He always 
had beautiful penmanship."

But Isabel knew something was 
definitely wrong on Thank.sgiving, 
when he appeared nude at the fami- 
ly dinner table and said he couldn't 
find the bathroom. 

Soon after, Gonzalez was diag- 
nosed with Alzheimer's disease, 
which progressed rapidly. 

"He would go to sit down where 
there was no chair," his wife said. 
"Soon he needed to be fed aid 



She and the family cared for him 
at home. Isabel is younger than he 
and had been a nurse's aide for 35 
years. She wouldn't consider 
putting her husband in a home. 
Even the grandchildren helped to 
the point of changing his diapers. 

Still, when Gonzalez became re- 
ally sick, he couldn'ttcll anybody. 



He died of respiratory failure at 
home in May. He was 66. 

On Saturday, his family walked 
in the Al/.hcimer's Association an- 
nual Memory Walk 2000 held at 
the Norfolk Little Creek Amphibi- 
ous Base, They called their team 
"Gonzo's Rays of Hope." 

"We've raised SI, 200 in his 
memory so it can go toward help- 
ing find ways to help people with 
their loved ones," Isabel said. 

Most of the 600 people who at- 
tended the walk had similar stories 
as the Gonzalez family. They cither 
had family members or friends 
stricken by the di.sea.se. 

Barbie Bromfield.a nurse for 33 
years and a volunteer with the 
Alzheimer's Association, has .seen 
a lot of ii, both in her profession 
and with Iricnds, 

"You can lose somebody fast 
within a year," she said. "It's not 
'Where did I put my car keys','' It's 

'What am I ltx)king for'/ " 

Bromfield said the person often 
becomes aggressive and inconti- 
nent, and it's especially hard on 
caregivers. Many times the auie- 
giver is a spouse who is elderly 
themselves and they endup having 
a stroke or heart attack trying to 
care for their loved one, 

"Wc offer support groups and in- 
formation for caregivers," Brom- 
field said, "They need to be with 
other people going through the 
same thing," 

According to MarcicMcGill, co- 
ordinator of the walk, the S85.000 
raised on Saturday will go to bene- 
fit members of tire Hampton Roads 
community have the disea.se or 
those that care for someone with 
the disease, 

"All services are free." she .siiid. 
"Wc olTcr respite care to give airc- 
givcrs a break, workshops for auxj- 
givers, facilities to offset care and a 
program for patients and their fami- 
lies." 

It will also help provide a 
bracelet so if the patient wanders 
away, it will identify him or her as 
an Alzheimer's patient. 

Gonzalez wandered away once and 
fell inio a ditch. He cut his haxl 
and was unable to get up, A 
wontan reported him to the [X)licc 
as a drunk. Fortunately, because he 
was clean and well-kept and the po- 
liceman didn't smell alcohol on his 
breath, ho took him to a hospital 
instead of jail. 

"At the hospital, he couldn't tell 
them who he was," Isabel said. "He 
could only say 'My wife is here.' 
But they were able to track her 
down by pictures and identification

Beach man keeping the peace 
in battle-torn Kosovo region

FRIEDBERG, Germany — 
When he joined the Army, the 
son of a Virginia Beach woman 
figured he would spend his days 
training for war. teaming how to 
shoot a rifle, throw a grenade and 
maneuver a battlefield. 

He never thought he'd have to 
carry the shield and baton of a 
riot cop. face down an angry, 
shouting mob and duck to avoid 
stones and empty bottles flying 
through the air. 

While soldiers train to wage 
war, Army Spec. Milton Terrell, 
son of Terrilyn Shunter of Vir- 
ginia Beach, has spent the past 
three months learning to enforce 
peace as he prepares to enter one 
of the most volatile and danger- 
ous areas in the world — 
Kosovo. 

Once there, he and more than 
3.600 oUier soldiers from the 1st 
Armored Division will join Task 
Force Falcon, the American con- 
tingent of NATO's Kosovo 
force, dedicated to enforcing 



peace between the ethnic Albani- 
ans and minority Serbs in the 
southeast sector of this war- 
ravaged province. 

"Training has been thorough," 
said Terrell, a 1995 graduate of 
Granby High School, "We're 
learning how to conduct foot pa- 
trols, react to enemy fire, use 
minimal force to deal with irate 
citizens, operate checkpoints and 
use a variety of weapons," 

For u-aining exercises, soldiers 
travel out to a site in Hohenfels, 
where mock Kosovar villages are 
erected and troops are exposed to 
scenarios ripped from today's 
headlines. This preparation is 
key, because once in Kosovo, 
Terrell and the other soldiers will 
be cast in the unfamiliar role of 
peacekeepers. They will be ex- 
pected to do everything from po- 
lice work to social work, serving 
as mayors, school principals and 
even corporate executives. 

In fact, Terrell will most likely 
find himself doing everything 
but his Army specialty, an in- 
fantry' mortar man. 



"My job is to be fast and accu- 
rate with guns," Terrell said. 
"But in Kosovo, I'll be enforcing 
law and order by deterring drug 
and gun trafficking and illegal 
migration," 

Learning a new job will be 
just one of the challenges con- 
fronting Terrell as he and the 
other soldiers struggle to keep 
the peace in a land divided by 
centuries of hate, 

"There will be many chal- 
lenges to overcome," Terrell 
said. "We're facing long, hard 
hours away from home, while 
trying to make the best of a dm- 
gerous situation." 

With three months of training 
and preparation behind him, Ter- 
rell said that, despite the chal- 
lenges, he feels prepared for the 
six-month mission. 

"I hope to walk away from this 
mission with a sense of accom- 
plishment," Terrell said. 

Terrell and the other 1st Ar- 
mored Division soldiers will 
soon have the chance to put their 
training to the test.

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Cayce followers mark 
75 years at Beach

Edgar Cayce was a nice man. 

An ordinary man. 
Bom in a small Kentucky town 
in 1877, he was a loving husband 
to his wife Gertrude, a devoted fe- 
ther to his sons. He was a profes- 
sional photographer, an avid 
bowler and a teacher at the local 
Sunday school. 

However, there was more to this 
man than met the eye. 

Cayce possessed a special gift, a 
virtually unique ability. From a 
young age, he was able to enter a 
self-inducted trance, which enabled 
him to connect his mind to seem- 
ingly endless amounts of informa- 
tion. While in this slate, he could 
answer questions or present facLs 
and theories on nearly any topic. 
Numbering over 14,000 during his 
lifetime, these readings provided 
thousands with help in such topics 
as advice in the medical field, world 
religion, dreams, reincarnations and 
psychic development. 

In 1909, Cayce founded the As- 
sociation tor Research and Enlight- 
enment (ARE) in Ohio. Sixteen 
years later, he moved the center to 
Virginia Beach, where thousands of 
local residents found help and guid- 
ance through Cayce' sdecents into 
the unknown. 

Cayce died in 1945, but his cen- 
ter and work live on today at the 
ARE Visitor's Center at the comer 
of Atlantic Avenue and 67th Su-eet 
in Virginia Beach. 

Every day, the facility offers free 
daily activities of meditation and 
extrasensory perception (ESP) and 
shows visitors a film on the life of 
their founder and his work. One of 
the world's largest metaphysical li- 
braries is housed on the second 
floor, and there's also a bookstore 
for those who wish to take home a 
souvenir. 

Last week, the center celebrated 
its 75th anniversary as a uiidemark 
of the Virginia Beach community. 
Throughout the day, visitors were 
able to attend and learn about all 
aspects of the ARE. In one room 
of the center, visitors could experi- 
ence the art of massage, a longtime 
trait of the center. 

"I've been doing this for about 
three years," said Rainbow Angeli- 
ca, the center's main instructor of 
the art of foot reflexology, "but 
I've been around the ARE for my 
entire life. After high school, I 
went into the massage therapy pro- 
gram here, and 1 really enjoy it." 
Throughout the day, guests 

spoke on such topics as reincarna- 
tion, spiritual growth and ESP. 
Stase Michaels gave a short 

speech on the art of dream interpre- 
tation. 
"Say someone is having a dream 

about walking on the beach, and 

they come to some sharp rocks," 

she theorized. "When they step 
■ around the sharp rocks, they come 

to a large log that they have to step 

over. Soon, they find such tools iis 

a hammer and wrench, which they 

pick up. It's there that the drcam 

ends. 
"This could represent the plight

of norniiil, pleasant, everyday life," 
she coiuinucd, "in which a person, 
during a normal day, finds some 
obsiiiclos. They have the tools to 
overcome ihcm, but ihey don't use 
them, :il Icasl not right away. The 
rocks or ihc log represent the ob- 
stacles, iiiul Ihc tools rcprcscniihe 
actions iluii could be taken. For 
dreamers, the question shouldn't be 
'Whal do my dreams mean?' It 
should be, 'How do ihey relate to 
me and my daily life?'" 

"This event is going extremely 
well," said Dave Lindley, the cen- 
ter's niarkcling director. "People 
walk inio the lobby, and there's a 
.sense of exciicmcnl. Everyone is 
learning a lot about Edgar Cayce. 

"Cayce was an inspiration lo 
me," Lindley recalled. "There have 
been a lot of skeptics over the 
years; people come here and say, 
'Well, I don't believe what this 
stuff is all about.' But when you 
really gel into it, and start lo apply 
Caycc's remedies to their daily lite, 
it can be a life-transforming event. 
People realize that if I do these 
daily things, week in and week out, 
I can become a better person." 

Many of the ARE volunteer staff 
echoed Lindley's feelings on 
Cayce. 

"Edgar Cayce was great. He's 
helped so many people, because all 
of his readings have been proven 
correct," staff member Violet Shea. 
"Many people with a physical ail- 
ment will look at his readings, 
then go home and follow his advice 
and find out that it works." 

"Cayce's readings talk to you, 
and they say a lot of things," said 
staff member Rob Turner. "Thae 
was Cayce the man, and there was 
Cayce the psychic. The more lime 
you spend with his information, 
the more you like it." 

"My grandfather believed that 
there was more to us than the 
physical being," said Charles 
Thomas Cayce, the center's execu- 
tive director and grandson of the fa- 
mous psychic. 

"In this center, we don't present 
information as something that 
needs to be believed, but from a re- 
search perspective. If people are in- 
terested, they should try it and 
work with it. But if they aren't, 
they can look at something else. 
We are simply making people 
aware that this information exists."

The Virginia Beach Hotel and 
Motel Association, the Virginia 
Beach Restaurant Association and 
the Resort Retailers Association, 
in a joint platform, announced that 
they are opposed to the proposed 
tfaffic plan. 

The platform also notes that the 
traffic management to the resort 
and within the resort is a key ele- 
ment of our visitors' exp«ience 
since the vast majority (over 97 
percent) of our guests arrive by ai- 
tomobile. Approximately 85 per- 
cent of the visitors arrive via 264 
and enter the resort at AUantic Av- 



enue. 

Public Works Director Dean 
Block said that an Oct. 10 decision 
is needed to assure that the pilot 
program will be ready by Memorial 
Day. But to misgivings expressed 
by council members that the city 
should have a few weeks lo try out 
the plan before the holiday. Block 
said that he would push for an ear- 
lier completion date. 

The plan has the approval of the 
Resort Advisory Committee 
(RAC) but the Hotel and Motel 
Association (VBHMA) said there 
was strong opposition by innkeep- 
ers to implementing a one-way 
traffic pattern on either Atlantic or 
Pacific Avenues.

The position of VBHMA is that 
the fountain head approach, the fa- 
vored option of eight prepared with 
consultants Parsons Brinckerhoff 
Quade & Douglas Inc., is unneces- 
sarily confusing to the visitor be- 
cause it does not change the current 
Uolley lane configurauon, nor the 
natural direction of automobile ffaf- 
fic lo Atlantic from 264.

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that council put this off a year 
already. He said he supported it. Of 
RAC he said, "we have an indepen- 
dent commission that has studied 
this." 

He said he puts his vole behind 
ihe professionals. He said he want- 
ed to implement the pilot program 
and 10 have the consultants and 
RAC evaluate the effectiveness of 
the plan. "We'd be .spading 



money, taking a risk, but we re 
moving forward." 

The pilot program will cost 
S670,000 which will not be lost if 
council decides lo go ahead and im- 
plement the permanent plan which 
will cost approximately S2.5 mil- 
lion, Herzke, tfaffic engineer, said. 

Branch said that probably 10 
months out of the year, beachfront 
traffic is not an issue. For the re- 
maining two months, daytime traf- 
fic is not a problem. He said that 
the city was dealing with evening 
u-affic, specifically Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday nights. 

He said that if you put in 20 
lanes you will still have bumper to 
bumper traffic.

■ Consider one lane for u-olleys 
on the eastern side of Pacific Av- 
enue and another on the western 
side of Atlantic Avenue. 

■ Control pedestrian and traffic 
How belter in central congested sec- 
tions of Atlantic and Pacific. 

■ Belter promote Birdneck Road 
and9ih, 19ih and 31 si Su-eets gate- 
ways as alternative routes into the 
resort and make physical improve- 
ments lo mark Birdneck Road as a 
viable bypa.ss route. 

■ Consider the creation of 
ihcmed areas such as North Beach, 
south Beach and Beach Street with 
directional signage on 264 and pe- 
ripheral access routes sufficient to 
support this ihcmc. 

■ Have crossing guards at key 
intersections to control pedestrian 
traffic and automobile traffic on 
congested weekends and holidays 
like the operation over the July 4 
holiday.

There are two entry divisions, 
"amateur," which includes 
schools, businesses and corpora- 



tions, freelance teams, and the 
professional "master's division" 
which includes solo masters and 
master team sculptor from 
around the world.
